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To attempt an exposition of the wide subject suggested by the 
above words is not the object in view. It is rather to mention, 
in a merely passing way, the extent to which forgetting and 
remembering enter into daily life in all its parts, and there- 
fore into Church life generally, and that of the Free Church 
of England particularly. For example; if forgetting the 
specialities of one casOj whilst the lawyer reminds himself of 
those of another, were not carefully attended to, success in 
that honourable calling would be more or less crippled. The 
statesman must also both forget and remember. So must 
the literati. In commerce, in mechanics, and in almost every 
profession and calling of life, success depends not a little on 
the degree in which forgetting and remembering are associated 
with what is done or left undone. The principle underlying 
such a line of action enters largely into religious life, which is 
aU the better in proportion as, forgetting the things that are 
past, the soul presses onwards and upwards, remembering also, 
at the same time, all the dealings of Divine love and mercy, 
and turning unto the Lord. If, looking over the past of her 
history, the Free Church of England forgot all that could 
cause estrangement from brethren outside her communion, 
bitterness towards any person or party, and remembered her 
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high calling, and the goodness of the Lord to her in the past, 
might not her probable fatnre be hailed with the highest 
hopes; while the lessons given her in Providence through 
experience bear snch fruits as that school alone can teach, and 
which, being blessed, are better than all earthly riches. Has 
there been apparent non-snccess in Church extension? let it 
be forgotten, and, drawing closer to the Lord and clinging 
more rigidly to principles, let it be remembered that all the 
promises to the Church, as well as to her individual members, 
are Tea and in Him Amen; and so let new endeavours, 
with^ if possible, higher motives, be more earnestly entered 
upon, and more persistently prosecuted. It may be hard to 
maintain the unity of the Spirit in the bond of peace, or as 
it has been appropriately styled in these pages, esprit de corps, 
amongst Churches collectively, and brethren personally, whilst 
finance is low, the atmosphere around our churches chilly, and 
the sincerity of the love of those within sorely tested ; yet, if we, 
forgetting self, the flesh-pots and pungent vegetables of Egypt, 
feed upon the bread of heaven, remembering all the way by 
which the Lord hath led us, we may humbly believe that, 
whether by means or miracles, the Protestant and Bible truths, 
for which we specially contend, shall certainly sooner or later 
prevail. 



SciEMCB AND Relioion. — Two eminent scientists may be quoted as 
indicating a high regard for something beyond the merely physical 
aspects of their calling. At St. Thomas's, Sir J. Bisdon Bennett 
addressed the students, and warned them against being influenced bj 
the mere theories and passions of the day, and to take care to have 
their own mental powers well regtdated. It was necessary for them 
to study man, not only as an organised being, but as endowed with a 
mental constitution with which his physical nature was combined, and 
by which his material organism was largely influenced. Many 
diseases had a strictly moral origin. The Bev. Dr. Wace, the new 
Principal of King's College, also impressed upon the students that 
judgment and self-control were rarer qualities than brains, and that 
these qualities did more than others to make a useful man. The 
importance of a high standard of morality and refinement being 
maintained by all members of the medical profession is so great that 
the stimulus thus given to it in these great centres of influence is 
specially noteworthy. — Christian.

Thb Lcmidok Dibzbict Stnod met on the 9th of December at 8, 
Westmmster Chambers. Present — the Bevs. Bishop Newman, D.D.y 
in Che chair, E. J. Boon, W. Glenny-Grory, J. M. Fox, G. H. Jones, 
A. F. G. Jollion, G. 8. Lee, and Dr. Hardin. 

As required by the canons, the subject of the state of religion in 
our Ghnrch was introduced. The matter being partially gone into, it 
was considered of such importance as to require vezy special attention, 
and the Ghainnan undertaking to re-introdue it fully, on farther con^ 
sideration, was postponed till some future meeting. 

A letter was read from the Bev. G. H. Jones announcing his 
retirement on account of ill-health from the pastorate of Emmanuel 
Church, West Drayton, and a resolution was passed unanimously 
expressing the deepest sympathy with Mr. Jones and the people at 
West Drayton, especially in regard to the cause of his resignation, 
and very warmly conveying a hope that he may soon be restored to 
health and the work of the ministry. 

Council also met on the above-named day, and at the same place. 
Present — ^Bevs. Bishop Newman, D.D., in the chair ; E. J. Boon, 
W. Glenny-Crory, J. M. Fox, G. H. Jones, Dr. Hardin, and T. L. 

A. F. G. Jullion and G. S. Lee were present 
as visitors. 

The business was mostly of a routine character. The subject of 
the Magazine was the most prominent matter in hand.

ACCRINGTON. — Free Church of England, — During the season 
of Advent, the Rev. J. F. Watson preached special sermons on the 
Second Coming of Christ, &c. The School-church has been rebuilt 
and enlarged. During the re-building, the services were held in the 
Town Hall, kindly granted by the Corporation, the minister taking 
the opportunity of delivering special discourses. The re-opening 
of the church took place on the 14th of December. There were 
good congregations, and good collections were received. On 
December 17th, a sale of work was opened by the Mayor of 
Accrington. From friends unable to be present letters of apology 
were received. In several oases, donations of £5 each to the funds 
of the Church were sent. The receipts from the sale of work and 
special donations will amount to about £100. The Mayor of 
Accrington and Mr. John Bullough have each subscribed £5. In 
addition to many kind gifts firom Christian friends in Accrington and 
district, special parcels were given by Miss Price, of Ilfracombe, and 
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HsBOisMy THB False and the Tbub. — ^A popular and interestiiig 
lecture, bearing this title, was delivered in ihe schoolroom on Monday, 
December Ist, by the Bev. G. H. Sandwell, of Southsea. The Mayor 
fMr. J. Bishop) presided. Gonunencing with Thomas Carlyle's idea 
of heroism, which to him was simply a name for power, weakness 
being the cardinal sin in Carlyle's eye, the lecturer pointed out, in 
Btnlong language, various ideals of heroism — ^that mere fighting was 
not heroic, and Uiat mihtaryism and heroism were not synonymous 
terms. Although he hated war, yet there was something heroic in the 
soldiers who were brave and true, and who in lowly graves had laid 
down their lives for the Fatherland. Turning to the practical side of 
the question, ihe lecturer wanted his hearers to live grander lives, 
which should be possessed by everyone ; it demanded only the noble 
heart and the determination to live the higher life. The usual votes 
of thanks were given to the lecturer and to the Chairman. 

On Dec. lltib, a sermon was preached by Mr. Camfield, in which it 
was said that it would rejoice the Pastor's heart if these mid-weekly 
services were better attended. On Dec. 12, the usual meeting of the 
Temperance Society was held, the Bev. E. J. Boon presiding. The 
music on the occasion proved a great treat. An address was given by 
Captain Manning. A vocal and instrumental concert, in aid of the 
choir and Sunday-school fands, was given on Dec. 15 in the school- 
room. 

TEDDINGTON.— Christ Church. 

The Bev. J. M. Fox, B.A., has been preaching special sermons 
on '* The Present Crisis." ^he attendances were good, and a deep 
interest manifested in these discourses. An address was sent with 
the circular announcing these sermons, from which the following is 
quoted : '* Long since, the Church was warned that * in the last days 
perilous times should came,* and now all things indicate that the final 
struggle between good and evil — God and Satan — Christ and Anti- 
christ—fast approaches. * War on God and on religion becomes 
fiercer every day.' The credibility of the Sacred Scriptures is boldly 
denied. Scepticism is becoming rampant in the very heart of the 
Church. 'The whole drift of European thought is to exclude the 
living God from the material universe. HostiUty to the Christian 
&ith has arisen, deep, stem, and systematic. Iniquity abounds. 
False prophets are deceiving many. Scofifers have appeared saying — 
' Where is the sign of His coming ? ' A wide spread feeling prevails 
that we stand on Uie brink of a great crisis in the world's history. 
Before the flood God sent Noah to warn men of the approaching 
destruction, and to prepare the Ark of refuge for all who would flee 
to it. At the close of the Jewish Dispensation, He sent the greatest of 
all the Prophets, John, to * prepare the way of the Lord,' and pro- 
claim the judgments then impending over an apostate people. And 
now, at this eleventh hour of * the day of salvation,' the Lord has 
again called and sent forth witnesses and messengers into His vine- 
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yazd. We joyfully testify these solemn fisMsts that you may share with 
QS these great blessings, and so be kept from the strong delusion and 
fearful snare of the last Antichrist, which, as a flood, will speedily 
sweep over the face of the whole world." — Communicated. 

WEST DEAYTON.— Emmanuel Chubch. 

On Tuesday, Dec. 9th, a tea meeting was held at Emmanuel 
School, for the purpose of maln'Tig a presentation to Mr. Jones. At 
the tea about 100 persons sat down. The tables were presided oyer 
by Mrs. Summers, Mrs. Percy, Miss Knight, Miss Belch, and Miss 
Edith Belch. The subsequent meeting was well attended, the church 
being filled. Dr. Hardin, pastor elect of the Church, occupied the 
chair, and there were with him Bishop Newman, D.D., Bev. G. H. 
Jones, Bev. E. J. Boon, and Messrs. Barker, Summers, Cattermole, 
and Weight. 

The Chairman, after the usual devotional exercises, presented to 
Mr. Jones a writing table and an address, on behalf of the Emmanuel 
Church and congregation. The text of the address, which was 
elegantly illuminated, was as follows : " To the Bev. George Hugh 
Jones. Dear Sir, — We, the members of the Church and Congregation, 
meeting at Emmanuel Free Church of England, Yiewsley, hear with 
deep regret that your ministry amongst us is to cease. We desire to 
express to you our heartfelt gratitude for your earnest, fiaithful, and 
gratuitous services during the past nine years, faithfully and truthfully 
preaching the Gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ to the building up of 
God's people and the salvation of souls. We pray your acceptance of 
the accompanying gift as a slight token* of our affection for you. We 
pray that God's richest blessings may be yours during the period of 
rest you so much need, and that when restored to health you may be 
as useful to others as you have been to us. Signed, on behalf of the 
Church and congregation, James Smewing and James Weight, Church- 
wardens." 

The Chaibman, in making the presentation, said he hoped Mr. 
Jones would enjoy a period of rest, not for the mere enjoyment of 
idleness, but to enable him to preach afterwards with more fervour 
the Gospel of peace. He would be parted from them in the body, but 
in the spirit, by his work amongst them, he had endeared himself to 
them by a bond which neither time nor eternity could sever. 

The Bev. G. H. Jones, who was received with applause, on rising 
to acknowledge the presentation, said they had shown they could keep 
a secret, for he assured them that he knew nothing whatever of that 
present until he saw it being brought in a few minutes before. He 
had no right to expect it, for he had no greater pleasure than the 
privilege of serving them in the Gospel during the past nine years. 
They had done him great honour and kindness both in coming there 
that evening and in making him the presentation. The message he 
had preached at no time had been his ; it had been his Master's. 
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Though he was leaving them, the message would be contdnaed, and he 
had much pleasure in informing them that the day had been arranged 
by the Council of the Free Church of England when Dr. Hardin 
should receive orders, so that he might be able to carry on the work 
which they had attempted to carry on within those walls. Let it be 
fairly understood that the necessity for it unfortunately continued, 
which statement Mr. Jones supported by mentioning things which had 
recently occurred in the locality, and which compromised Protestantism, 
and contradicted the teaching of the Word of God, to which the creed 
of the Church binds her members, as for example, in Article VL 
Being Protestants, let them protest against the doctrines of the Church 
of Borne, even though they be preached from the pulpits of the Church 
of England. That was one part of the teaching which they had been 
trying to inculcate in that Free Church for the last nine years. There 
was the other side of it, the side on which Jesus said, ** Him that 
Cometh unto Me I will in no wise cast out," and let that be the teach- 
ing to which they clung. 

Bishop Newman, the next speaker, met with a hearty reception, in 
this his first visit to Emmanuel Church, and in the course of an 
interesting address, he said he was proud of his brother Jones, who 
was not an every day preacher and who was not an every day scholar. 
He admired his Greek criticisms, which were very scholarly and vefy 
correct. He believed Mr. Jones was coming to be a near neighbour of 
his, and he should be very pleased to welcome him. 

Bev. E. J. BooN-having spoken, Mr. J. W. Summebs, on behalf of 
the teachers and scholars of the Sunday-school, presented Mr. Jones 
with a handsome inkstand, having two inkholders, accompanying the 
present with appropriate remarks. — Mr. Jones having acknowledged 
the gift, Mr. Weight made a few observations expressive of regret at 
the approaching separation. — On the motion of Mr. Barker, a vote of 
thanks to Bishop Newman and the Chairmain was passed with accla- 
niation. — ^During the evening, hymns were sung at intervals, Mr. 
Cattermole presiding at the organ. — Abridged from XJaibridge Gazette. 

WILSDEN. — St. James's Fkee Chubch op England.

May your 
name be known among us for many years as that of a good minister 
of Jesus Christ, wise to win souls."

Wonnacott presented the Deacon at the communion rails to the 
Bishop, who performed the ceremony of ordination, and after the 
laying of the hands the newly- ordained Deacon read the Gospel, and 
the service concluded with a hymn and a prayer. — A Christmas tree 
for the little ones' attending the school connected with this church 
was given on Tuesday evening. Above one hundred boys and 
girls in the infant department were present, and each child had 
a prize from the tree, and oranges and buns were also dis- 
tributed. A watch night service was held, and was well attended. 
Prizes being awarded the scholars of the Sunday School, for good 
attendance and correct answers to the Bible lessons, &c. About 120 
prizes were given away.

The second title 
ofthishook of 284 pp. is << Leaves from the Life and Notes on the 
Work of Jesus Christ." The Author is the Bev. J. B. Figgis, M.A. 
(Brighton), author of " Christ and Full Salvation," &c. The work 
contains five chief divisions, sub-divided into twenty-one parts. The 
author, in his prefeuse, gives the best possible summary of his object : 
'^ Years ago, I used to say I am never so happy as when I am speaking 

aboat Jesus. It is still the same The present volume is the 

outcome of this feeling. It makes no pretensions to be a life of Christ. 

It is merely a few stray leaves therefrom, bound up with notes on His 

mediatorial work." Such as is here stated, the work really is, and to 

those who seek to know more of our blessed Lord and Saviour, a 

perusal of this book will prove abundantly gratifying. The Author 

says, << It is not a volume of Christian evidences, though many of its 

chapters are evidential." Here, again, the preface places the contents 

of the work well before us. As it is to be expected that an Author who 

so clearly understands his aim will forcibly convey his meaning; so do 

ve find it in these pages. The line of treatment is to the point. The 

style is clear, and, as the following extract will show, attractive. 

" What ' more ' indeed can we want ? What * other * can we look for ? 

'Is it 'another' character? We might, if we could, conceive of a 

higher character than Christ. Is it ' another * nature 7 We might, if 

you could tell us of any that can bring Grod nearer. Is it ' another * 

work ? Nay I that would be * another Gospel,' and we never hear of 

one worthy to be named in the same day with the Gospel of Christ. 

* Who hath saved us, and called us with an holy calling ?' Who ' hath 

met my longing,* and * filled my heart with laughter, and my tongue 

with praise ?' The suffering of Christ is as gracious as His nature and 

character are glorious. For guilt, for sin, for sadness. He is our One 

Hope. Yes. Emmanuel! Emmanuel 1 Thy blood is all-atoning; 

^y spirit all-sanctifying; Thy love all-satisfying. Thou art. Thou 

iQust be, 'He that should come.' I need never look for another.*' 

The excellency of this book is in its helpfulness in the study of, and 

meditation on, the nature, character, and work of the Saviour. The 

arrangement is wisely chosen.

and much instruction presented under sub-headings, in an orderly 

laanner. «♦ His Life," " His Character," " His Sufferings and Death," 
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^ His Abiding Glory " are respectively treated in a similar manner. 
The book is ably written. Its tone is spiritual. It is fall of Scriptural 
teaching, and its publication is a most valuable addition to theological 
literature. The printing and binding are so very good as to render it 
an acquisition to any library, whilst as a gift book, there are few better 
fitted to be introduced into a Ohristian household. We trust it may 
be circulated as widely as it deserves, and can heartily join the Author 
in saying, ''May the great Father bless this efiEbrt to set forth the 
glories of Emmanuel." 

Beceived: The HusBANDiNa of the Soul (London: Hamilton 
and Adams, and S. W. Partridge and Co.) is the title of a tract, of 
82 pp., from the prolific pen of the Bev. P. B. Power, M.A. ; the

The plan 
of this brochure of 8 pp. (new edition) is placing the contrast of the 
cost of drink as compared with that of food, to which is added a list 
of the penalties paid for the use of drink in its effects on society as 
well as mankind, in producing moral and spiritual evils. This tract 
will repay a careful perusal.

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The following is a portion of a recent pastoral from Dr. 
ElUcott :— 

** The Bishop of GloucesteE and Bristol says that Churchmen must not be 
led into any false optimism by the present quiet of the Church. It is only an 
armistice. The causes for disquietude are silently augmenting, and when discord 
next shows itself it will be found to have become more formidable. ... Also 
that practices are being introduced into the Church compared with which lights 
and vestments are innocence itself such as the reservations of the Sacrament ; 
celebrations of the Eucharist that were repulsive to advanced High Churchmen ; 
studied avoidance of the use of the New Testament in religious teaching in 
parish schools, and careful exclusion of the diocesan inspector; free use of 
catechisms in which, if people will turn to the questions on the Eucharist, they 
will need no defining epithet ; and admissions to confirmation only on condition 
of regular and periodical confession. Such things are digging the grave of the 
Establishment, first by supplying arguments to its assailants, and next by 
making sober people grow sick at heart at the tolerated existence of such things/^ 

The above quotation carries weighty warnings with it, not 
merely to Protestants within the Establishment, but to all who 
bear the name wherever found. The term Protestant may cover 
all who profess adherence to Beformation principles. But we 
venture for the nonce to limit its meaning to such as are living 
stones in the spiritual temple. The battle of truth has never 
been and never wiU be fought by bones lying in the valley dry ; 
but so sure as breathed upon by the Holy Spirit, even those who 
are dead in trespasses do become soldiers of Christ. The very 
same class of evils, against which we are so faithfully and 
timeously warned, are spoken of in Holy Scripture, especially in 
II. Tim. iv. 3, 4. The remedy for them is also given, as we 
read in the verse preceding, and in that following this passage. 
But if we would either avoid such evils beforehand, or eradicate 
them when they appear, we must respect their origin, and 
follow the course prescribed by Scripture in regard thereto- 
The chief cause of the existence, both of those evils men- 
tioned above, and those which it is feared are coming, as well 
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as of a host of others, both abeady arrived and to be dreaded, 
is the neglect of sound doctrine by the preacher, which is not 
unfrequently the sequence of the turning away of the hearer 
from the truth to gratify " itching ears." The existence of this 
cause is no new thing. It operated and brought its natural 
consequences in Antediluvian times. Its baneful effects were 
felt by Moses and the prophets. In the earlier days of the 
present Dispensation, it dragged its form across the path of the 
faithful preacher, and aided sometimes by patrons of Church 
livings, and at others by those who held the purse strings, it 
has made many of those called to the Ministry miserable, 
while it has robbed hearers of the word preached of all 
spiritual power for God's service. In the origin of these evils we 
see the remedy. Nevertheless, neither is the prevention of 
these evils before they set in, or their removal when they come 
upon us, by any means easy. But the remedy must, notwith- 
standing, be applied even though the doing so leads to suffering. 
The preaching of sound doctrine is obviously the Divine cure 
for the ills under which we suffer, and whether results can be at 
once reckoned up or not, the Gospel must be faithfully preached, 
and if neglected it is at the peril of those who are either 
actively or passively parties thereto. In other words the clergy 
and laity are alike accountable in this matter. It will not do 
for the laity to shrink from seeking for the spiritual food the 
Lord hath provided for them, while they follow the leadings of 
uncalled and unqualified teachers, who preach " another gospel." 
Neither may preachers either hold back or mutilate the Gospel, 
through fear of patrons, or because of the grosser tyranny of the 
dispensers of supplies. Neither is the caprice of some who 
like disorder and noise on one hand, or that of those who carry 
orderly conduct into superstitious mummeries on the other 
hand, any excuse for those of the Clergy who do not preach sound 
doctrines to both — a preliminary of which is that preachers should 
understand the Gospel both intellectually and experimentally, 
and also, and most particularly, that intrants to the ofl&ce of the 
Ministry should give full proof as to both. Empty churches 
where sensationalism is absent and order is enforced, and 
full halls as a consequence of the contrary, whether within 
or outside the Establishment, if not the natural outcome of 
existing circumstances are easily accounted for. The reason is 
that the one, and only, because the Divinely appointed, remedy 
of each making full proof of his ministry by the teaching of 
sound doctrine, whether men will hear or whether they will 
forbear, is either suspended partially, or so overlaid by trimming 
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to perverted, though popular tastes, that its applioation is not 
resdly rigidly and persistently pressed. Every true Protestant 
must be thankful to Dr. EUicott for his outspoken words, and if 
his timeous warnings only lead to the Churches returning to 
New Testament ways, they must prove a great blessing both to 
those to whom they were addressed directly, and to all whom 
what he has said may concern. 



By the above title the courteous reader must not think that by the 
term " Northern " any region near the North Pole, which snowy white 
bruins are supposed to climb for the buns on the top, is meant ; but 
the femous seaport, Liverpool. 

Now the first thing which struck me when I went on ** a jomney 
due north"' was the children. One of them did, indeed, strike me 
very forcibly with a piece of cabbage stalk on the back of my head. 
Perhaps the Uttle rascal had been reading the story of David and 
GoUath. The stalk of the little Liverpool rebel was as sm*e as the 
smooth stone of the ruddy youth of the IsraeUtes ; and it seemed to 
me to be about as hard. But passing trifles by, I was so impressed 
with the sad condition of the Liverpool children that I said, at two 
pubUc meetings I addressed, that if some well-snstained efforts were 
not put forth on behalf of the children in that great city, Liverpool 
would not be a safe place to dwell in in ten years* time, when these 
neglected Uttle ones would claim to be considered to be men. I have 
seen poverty in the city of Dublin, and predicted the disturbances 
which have since occurred there ; I saw still greater distress in the 
city of Glasgow ; I have visited the worst dens and slums of London, 
and preached in them ; I have seen ruined and degraded humanity in 
other cities ; but in the city of Liverpool, want seemed to stare you in 
the face in the highways and to meet you at every comer. You can 
almost hear the sigh for bread of the teeming crowds as they pass 
you ! Look at the faces — there is hunger in every line. Thin shawls, 
tattered garments, will not conceal the privation that exists, and is 
felt. The very laughter of the passers-by seems to be an unsuccessful 
endeavour to defy the gnawings of hunger. Heaven send its brightest 
angels to help the children ! You protect your plants from the frost ; 
but look at those children ! The top of a pair of troif^ers round the 
waist and two pieces of cloth hanging loosely therefrom complete the 
sole garment which covers them, saving only an apology for a shirt. 
Such wan faces ! Many times did I have my boots blackened in order 
to get in conversation with them. Their materials were a bit of 
wood to hold the blacking, the stump of a brush to clear the mud, 
and not unfrequently an old piece of cloth to polish with. Their 
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hnngry companiond would gather ronnd, and seemed as thoagh they 
conld commit highway robbery on the fortmiate possessor of the 
solitary piece of bronze. Yet want had not made these lads callous 
and hardened. They were grateful for very little. A kind word 
brought the little buried humanity out. Clothing, food, and work 
were what they needed and desired. Let Liverpool merchants, their 
wives and children, keep warm places in their hearts for the gutter 
children of their busy city. 

There is to be found just outside Liverpool one of the most pros- 
perous churches. Having preached there one Sunday morning, I was 
invited by the pastor, my friend, the Rev. W. Baker, to visit the 
Sunday-school in the afternoon. This I did, and the school appearing 
to me to be in a highly satisfactory condition — a model school, in fact 
— I determined to write, for the benefit of our Magazine, what struck 
me as being the salient features. But it must be premised that the chil- 
dren did not belong to that sad, neglected class which I have just described. 

1. The doors were opened in good time, before any of the children 
came. Hence there was no unseemly, un- Sabbatic noise in the street. 

2. The Pastor was the Superintendent. By his undertaking that 
ofiSce, he showed the teachers lus sense of the value of the Sunday-school, 
and the children that they were the subjects of his care and prayers. 

8. The teachers were for the most part present before the children came. 

4. Every child on entering had a warm shaJ^e of the hands, and 
was shown to a seat. 

5. The teachers did not stand about gossiping. Each one went 
direct to his or ber class, and waited for the children. 

6. There was no rushing about for books, and no room was given 
for noise by calling out a long list of names. Each class had a 
register and Bibles all ready. 

7. The Superintendent kept his seat. 

8. A slight touch of the bell, one hymn, a very brief, simple 
prayer, and the school was opened. Precious the good three-quarters 
of an hour that remained. No reading story-books to kill time, but 
the pure Word of God read, questions asked, illustrations and explana- 
tions given, and then, before its close, here and there the uplifted 
finger told of earnest pleading for the Lord of children and of men. 
Another touch of the beU — a hymn, a short prayer, the benediction, 
and all is over. 

9. Not quite over I No child must leave before it has received the 
parting shake of the hands from its teacher. 

10. One by one the classes are dismissed — not, however, to turn 
the quiet street into a bear-garden, but to go straight home. 

11. Five minutes later not a child was to be seen near Everton 
Free Church of England Sunday- school. 

12. The most noticeable feature of aU was, perhaps, the entire 
absence of noise, bluster, and confusion — three demons which dance 
so many Sunday-schools to death.

On January 1,9, 
the teacher's social quarterly tea-meeting was held. Occasion was 
taken of the exhibition of Sir Noel Paton's celebrated picture, and 
interesting allusions made thereto by the Eev. E. J. Boon in one his 
sermons. On January 27, the proceedings of the Dorcas Society were 
enlivened by a tea ; a tea being also given to the choir boys on February 
4. We regret to announce that the church has sustained a severe loss by 
the death of Mrs. Hulman, which sad event took place on Jan. 80. Her 
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remains were consigned to their last resting place in the Sonthampton 
cemetery on February 4, and her funeral sermon was preached on 
February 8. On February 1, the services were ably conducted by the 
Eev. Mr. Johnson ; and an interesting address given to the scholars of 
the Sunday-school in the afternoon by Mr. Churchwarden E. Page. 
The annual prize distribution took place on February 5, the prizes 
being distributed by the Bev. E. J. Boon, Addresses were delivered 
by Mr. T. L. Harris, the assistant superintendent, and Mr. J. H. 
Buffell, the superintendent ; great interest being taken in the pro- 
ceedings by the children.

TOTTINGTON.— TwBAT to Old People.— The fifteenth annual 
treat to old people of over 60 years, residing in this neighbourhood, was 
given on Saturday, January Slst, in the Free Church of England 
School. A substantial tea was provided, of which the same number 
as last year^ viz., 75 males and 118 females, partook. The total ages 
of the men amounted to 5,216 years — average 69i years. The total 
ages of the women 8,100-— average 68| years. Of the women there 
were 74 between 60 and 70 years, 39 between 70 and 80 years, four 
between 80 and 90 years, and one between 90 and 100. Of the men 
present there were 41 between 60 and 70 years, 29 between 70 and 80 
years, and five between 80 and 90 years. The age of the oldest man, 
William Lindsay, was 87, and that of the oldest woman, Ann Kamsden, 
97, both of whom received the customary gift of a new half-crown. 
During the year eleven old people had died, the same number as the 
previous year, whose names and ages were as follows : — Eachel 
Barlow 88, George Nuttall 68, Betty Hamer 66, Susan Rosti:on 77, 
Hannah Morgan 66, Ann Hindle 69, Ann Worsley 80, Joseph Belfield 
89, Edward Rothwell 94, Thomas Hutchinson 78, and Mary Fielding 
70. Their total ages amounted to 885 years. After the ehoir had 
sung "Auld Lang Syne," the chairman (Mr. Hugh Eob^s, the 
donor of the treat), welcomed the old people, remarking that he 
was very glad to see them looking so well, and hoped that he would 
have the pleasure of meeting them for some time to come. — The 'Rev. 
J. Brunskill also deUvered a brief address, in which he detailed the 
particulars given above as to the ages, &c., of the old people^ and, 
after presenting the half crowns to the oldest man and woman 
present, he asked those who had been present at their annual tr^at 15 
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years ago to liold up their bauds, when five old men and three old 
women responded. It also appeared that five old men and two old 
women had been present at all the treats. — A long and varied pro- 
gamme was then satisfactorily gone through, and was much enjoyed 
by the aged guests, in which Masters C. and E, Comall ; Master 
P. Eoberts and Miss M. Eoberts took part, Mr. J. Brunskill officiat- 
ing as accompanist. A vote of thanks to the chairman concluded the 
proceedings. During the evening oranges were distributed to the old 
people, and as they left the room each, according to preference, 
received 2ozs. of tea or tobacco. 

On Sunday, February 1st, the Old Folks Service took place in the 
Church, when a very suitable service of song for aged people was 
rendered by the choir of the church, conducted by Mr. James Spencer, 
the Kev. J. Brunskill giving the connective readings. The whole of 
the services were felt to be times of refreshing, of counsel, and of 
warning. — Communicated, 

Pbayer Revision. — ^A meeting of the Prayer Book Bevision Society 
was held recently in Dudley, and addressed by Mr. Butcher, who 
stated that the Society was determined to bring the matter before 
Parliament, and had had a Bill drafted and submitted to many 
members of the house of Commons, who had expressed themselves 
in favour of its terms. Mr. William Roberts also addressed the 
meeting. — Daily Telegraph, 



GIVING AND PRAYING.

This letter announces 
a donation to the old debt fund, and we venture to trust as the 
writer has done so our readers will do, and prove the sincerity of 
their love by both giving and praying. The suggestions as to the 
future are sound and wise ; but the carrying of them out, like that 
of wiping off the old debt, depends on giving as weU as on praying, 
and to give promptly is to give twice. — Editor. 

"We are praying the God whose are the silver and the gold 
to inclme the hearts of all our ministers and Churches to give of 
their little or their much, that the restUt may be a clean sweep of 
the debt for ever. And then, if some hearty, brotherly determina- 
tion could be arrived at, to make some systematic arrangement in 
every church to contribute a fixed sum for the due maintenance of 
the F. G. E. ev^ry year, so as to avoid hateful debt for all the future I 
How can we get a* proper esprit de corps into every Church, to unite as 
the heart of one man for the Church's general welfare ? Oh, for the 
spirit of wisdom, love, union, and prayer / '' 
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An Appeal fob Africa. — There is one ChriBtian Government at 
least in Europe, and one king of royal thoughts and noble feelings ! 
The King of the Belgians has spent £100,000 in one year on the work 
of openmg up Africa to hght and civilization, and to the healing of its 
age-long woes. At this moment there is a European Conference 
settling in Berlin which will probably issue into a Central Africa State 
being formed, neutrahzed like Belgium, open to the world for trade 
and everything else. "Why cannot we be content to creep our way ? 
Our breiluren there say, ** We are at Stanley Pool ; there is 1,000 
miles of clear water-way before us. At Lukolelo, the station above the 
Pool, there is enough food of native growth to feed the world. There 
are fifty miUions of people in this great Congo basin. Two millions 
die every year !" Excepting by ourselves, all the wages paid on the 
Congo are paid in barrels of gin ; and our brethren plead to go before 
the trader with his gin and muskets and gunpowder, to carry the 
message of peace before the rude ways and rough and easy methods 
of those who raise such a stir as would drive everybody out of the 
country. We may fix ten stations on the Upper Congo with two men 
a-piece. It will be healthier than where we are. If you can give the 
money and the men now it will be far better than twice the number 
twenty years hence. Had you been on the Committee what would 
you have said ? At all events the Committee thought that if the 
income was too small it must be made greater ; and that not in the 
curtailment of your staff nor the refusal to enter the open door was 
action to be taken, but in laying before the hearts of the people the 
woes of Africa, right down from the time when Noah said of his son, 
** a servant of servants shall Canaan be,'* &c.

Western Africa. — Eev. and dear Sir, — I feel it my duty as the 
year has come to a close to give a short account of our work here. 
My heart's desire and prayer to God is, that He may stir up the minds 
of Christians to do something toward the spiritual well-being of 
benighted South Quia. It is now seventeen months since I had 
the charge of this Mission, and during this time I never had more 
encouragement than during the last three months. God has, in 
mercy, given us an open door here in our out-stations. Some of 
those, who for years past have been held under the thraldom of sin 
and Satan, are now pressing towards the ** prize of thefr high calling 
in Christ Jesus," and are forsaking their heathen practices. The 
manners of the non church-goers are opposed to all that is Godly, 
and strive to damp the spirit of those who are trying to walk in the 
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paths of rectitnde and holiness ; but, notwithstanding this, they still 
hold on. These we put on probation, and I have found them in their 
lives and conversation to be religiously inclined. I have recom- 
mended them to the Eev. S. Williams for communicants at the Lord's 
Supper, and he is arranging accordingly. Thus we have been brought 
through another year of mercies ; and we earnestly ask to be remem- 
bered at the Throne of Grace, that we may be found faithful to the end. 
The children are now enjoying, for the first time, their holidays, 
and the school will be resumed on the 19th of next month. The 
Rev. S. Williams intends baptizing those who have gone through the 
Creed and the Lord's Prayer, and have been recommended for that 
purpose. Their progress in the school is satisfactory, and I hope our 
Directors will see, from this short statement, how God is blessing 
this Mission, to His own praise and glory. Amen. — I remain, Eev.

ADVANCE OP RITUALISM IN LIVERPOOL. 

to the editob. — ^EEVEBEND AND DEAR SIB, — A great stir has lately 
been created in this city owing to Bishop Byle consecrating a church 
whose services promised to be of an extremely Ritualistic character, 
such men as Mr. Mackonochie, Father Black, of Cowley, and Canon 
Carter, of Clewer, being announced among other clergymen of the same 
stamp as taking part in the opening services. Twenty- three Evangelical 
clergymen signed a memorial and presented it to ^e Bishop praying 
him not to consecrate. The Bishop, however, did not see his way 
dear to refuse consecration. 

The fears of the memorialists appear to have been well founded. 
For, at the service, highly rituahstic modes were adopted, such as 
intoning, genuflections, and turning to the east, and a number of the 
clergy and congregation present crossed themselves at various parts of 
the service. 

The evil, however, was not confined to externals. A few days 
after the consecration, the Bev. Canon Hole, of Lincoln Cathedral, 
preached a sermon, in the course of which he defended the confes- 
sional, the power of plenary absolution by priests, voluntary celebacy, 
as giving a superiority to clergymen, purgatory, and prayers for the 
dead. Such is the present teaching of the Estabhshment even in 
Protestant Liverpool ! The following extract from letters from a Free 
Church of England miaister, pubhshed in the local papers, will be read 
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with interest. One of these appeared in the Liverpool ProUstant 
Standard, the other in the Liverpool Mercury. 

"BALM IN GILEAD." 

Protestantism has, indeed, of late received a heavy blow and 
rendered insensible, and if she is to revive, a restorative must be 
sought. 

The time has come when a " hard and fast line " must be laid down 
by Protestants as to their own ritual, doctrine, and practice. There 
must be no more interchanges of pulpits between Eitualists and 
Evangelicals. If Eomanism is an enemy, it must be treated as such. 
There has been too much charity on the side of the Low Church party, 
and too much giving up of true Protestant forms. Forty years ago in 
my native town — from one of whose steeples fifteen parish churches 
could be descried — the black gown was worn by every clergyman in 
preaching ; the prayers were said, not intoned ; the psalms were read, 
not chanted ; the head was bowed but once at the name of Jesus, and 
that during the recital of the Apostles' Creed ; and a surpliced choir 
was a thing unknown. Yet these Churches were well-attended, and 
some of them crowded. This was the true Protestant form. In how 
many churches in Liverpool has this been adhered to ?

ST. AGNES' CHUBCSB. 

In the letter of ** Progress " I find this expression : " The wide Uberty 
which the Church of England allows to her clergy." ** Wide liberty " 
seems to be just now the leading thought of many Churchmen. They 
affect to believe in the maxim Bona Ux lata est. They may interpret 
it, " The church is wide enough for all. She is willing to cover with 
her wings all sorts and conditions of men." Bishop Wordsworth, 
of St. Andrews, esteems her "wide" enough for Presbyterians. 
EituaUsts contend that she can embrace Churchmen of aU sehools of 
thought, Nonconformists and Eoman Catholics, there being no reason 
why all should not worship under one roof. One condition, however, 
is absolutely necessary. The clergyman must be a sacerdotalist and 
the ritual beautifully ornate. That constitutes the ** wide liberty " of 
the Church of England. 

As a Protestant, I for one protest against this one-sided, aggrandising 
*' Uberty" of Eomanising clergymen, be they ever so accommodating. 
They would fain make the Church of Christ another ** Mother of all 
living " — a beautiful thought, no doubt : but beautiful things are not 
always harmless. The sirens of old were supposed to be beautiful ; 
they were nevertheless destructive. 

Protestant laymen, be ye gulled neither by a ** wide liberty " nor any 
other kind of priestcraft. Eemain true to the old Eeformers. The 
whole matter is in your own hands. Support Free Chui^hes, whose 
services are of a thoroughly Protestant character, and whose ministers 
are chosen by the people. — W; B. Yours,

NEW TESTAMENT. 

The remaining copies of this work, originally published at 21s., by Messrs. 
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With so large a subject in hand it is possible only to attempt 
the merest outline. Happily in the outcome of existing Chris- 
tian activity, there are evidences abundant to show that one 
of the characteristics of these days is, that the leaders in 
several denominations are most earnestly engaged in bringing 
under notice their special tenets. 

We also find more than ordinary fervour on the part of Chris- 
tians within the several sections of the Church who take a stand 
on some one or other of the more special points of theology, both 
sound and misound. 

Amongst the opposers of Divine truth there is also the 
greatest energy being specially put forth in spreading those 
several crudities by which the sciolist and the smatterer leads 
unstable people into intellectual and spiritual perplexities. Be- 
sides, amongst the subjects severally engaging current thought, 
in a special degree we find that of Church polity under various 
phases ; also that of the regulations to be prescribed by eccliesi- 
astical oflSce-bearers, and to be accepted by those entering into 
membership in congregations, as well as that of the rules to be 
observed in respect to the administration of Word and Ordin- 
ances. To these might be added the special attention given 
to music in Church work generally rather than in the 
service of praise in public worship, were it not that the subjects 
above-named are treated either from the standard of Scripture 
"pure and simple," or from teachings therefrom deduced, 
whilst that of music is generally regarded as one to be 
disposed of either according to the desires of young people, or on 
the grounds as to whether or not a greater or lesser quantity in 
public worship meets with or fails to secure popular applause 
— "it draws," is too often the rule in dealmg with musical 
matters — ^whereas Sacred Song is a Divine Ordinance. 

In the midst of the stirring effects of current thought which 
to those who are able to give a reason of the hope that is in 
them, it is pleasant to note that the manner of preaching the 
Gospel is not lost sight of. One of the more popular amongst 
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liying preachers has lately said in discussing a text : *' This is 
a text that needs no aid of wit or words ; I would be well con- 
tent to exhibit this diamond with many facets by merely holding 
it up and letting the light fall on it, and flash back from it in 
every variety of brilliance." The utterance of these healthy 
words stands not alone amongst the rushings hither and thither 
of thought amongst religious people. No one can fail to notice 
that there is a growing desire to know the meaning of Holy 
Scripture in a senfee in which compilations from commentaries, 
the stringing of pious platitudes together, however interestingly, 
will not suffice. Therefore, not in respect to one text only, but 
in regard to every portion of both the Old and the New Testa- 
ment, must that mode of treatment be adopted, which brings 
out fiirly and as fully as possible the mind of the Holy Spirit. 
Already an enlightened laity — a most comforting state of things 
— are asking for more simple — ^namely, more Scriptural — preach- 
ing. There is still a large — ^yet a lessening number — of attend- 
ants at church who cry out, "Prophesy smooth things." 
Nevertheless, it is evident on all sides that most of those who 
go to public worship at all go in the spirit of those who waited 
on the preaching of the Word when it was said on their behalf : 
" We are all here present before God, to hear all things that are 
commanded you of God." 

Those who have been observing for the past quarter of a 
century the evidence of growth in the Divine life to be seen in 
our churches, say it is not improving notwithstanding all the 
extraordinary effort that has been put forth. This opinion may 
be more or less rash, yet it has a substratum of truth on 
which to rest ; and, if it prove anything, it proves that human 
plans, however popular, do not prosper, and the lesson in favour 
of orderly Church work ought to be laid to heart. But it would 
be a bold assertion to say that for the past twenty or thirty 
years, trimming, trifling, and mere man-pleasing preachers are 
not really losing their hold on wise and sensible people. 

Both the pulpit and the pew are asking. Is there a word in 
the alone allowable text-book of the pulpit for Nations as such ? 
Three questions evidently on this matter assert their promi- 
nence on the wings of thought rushing about us. 1st. Does the 
condition of things amongst the nations indicate a breaking up 
of all forms of Government, and the overthrow of order. Every 
student of the Bible will answer, No ! Then (2ndly) whether are 
we tending towards such forms of human government as grew up 
amongst the sons of Ham, the Edomites, and other ancient or 
modern nationahties, whose ideals were not according to the 
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revealed will of God ; or will " all nations" amongst whom we 
pray the Lord would grant "unity, peace, and concord," become 
the kingdoms of our Lord and of His Christ ? Srdly. Can these 
questions be answered from Holy Scripture ? 4thly. If so, why 
is there, amidst signs of life on almost every other subject, a 
calm so ominous as to be obvious to any one as to the will of 
the Lord as regards nation sin their organized capacities ; and 
(5thly) is it not written for our instruction and comfort that 
" the Lord hath made bare His holy arm in the eyes of all the 
nations ; and all the ends of the earth shall see the salvation of 
our God ?"

BY THE AUTHOB OF ** THE HABVEST OF A QUIET EYE, ETC. 

1. The word ** charitable *' applied to these is a misnomer, for they 
are essentially selfish and worldly. In them worldly amusement is 
reaUy bought by time and money pretended to be given in Christ's 
service. 

2. The common practice of securing titled patrons, to attract 
visitors, is one proof that the world's pomps and vanities are 
actually employed as instruments for — shall we say furthering ? — 
Christ's cause. 

8. All such expedients would conform Christianity to the world, 
instead of the world to Christianity. 

4. They quite obscm'e the meaning of almsgiving and devotiom, 
and unteach the painful teaching thereon of Christ's faithful and 
farther-seeing ambassadors. For, (a) the idea of the privilege (not 
to speak of the lower motive of the duty, nor of the yet lower 
motive of the profit) of offering to God is quite pushed out of 
thought. God shall have nothing for nothing. His work shall not 
be carried on without a ** consideration," and this some world-coin 
present in hand. (6) Since pleasure-purchasers are substituted for 
cheerful-givers they miss that blessed result and part of offering to 
God, of which St. Paul speaks, " Fruit that may abound to the 
giver's account." (Philip iv. 17.) (c) For high-toned urging of 
Christ's cause upon a world wrapped in selfishness is substituted a 
pandering to that very worldliness and selfishness, which, in the 
present day more than ever, is eating out the heart of Christianity. 
\d) Dowm^ight evil is sometimes admitted to further the success of 
bazaars. 

6. Objection 1. — ** But the money is wanted, and can thus be 
obtained ; and surely the means are justified if the end is good,'* 

Answer. — Now this is to put Expediency in the place of Principle 
(which is just the curse of our age), and to concede that it is 
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allowed to do evil that good may come. God can keep His own 
Ark steadfast, and He neither accepted nor forgave an unauthorised 
steadying of it, however expedient, or even necessary^ this seemed 
(2 Sam. vi. 6, 7). 

6. Objection 2. — " But, granting aU that has been said, we hate, 
you see, to deal with the world as it is, however we may deplore the 
low state of Chiistian love, that needs any other inducement and appeal 
than ' for Christ's sake.' " 

Answer.— I do not see. We must not deal with the world as it 
is (in the sense, that is, of accommodating ourselves to it), but 
raiiier with the view of as it ought to he, if we are to raise it. We 
are to rebuke the world with our high aim, not to flatter it into 
security by lowering the standard of the Sanctuary, to meet the 
low standard which the World would fix. We are to yield no inch 
of our Master's requirements, assuredly not to suit His service to 
the world by taking the very backbone out of that service — viz., 
self-denial (St. Matt. xvi. 24). If this former method be longer, 
it yet alone is sound. If, for the present, it seem quicker building 
to build without a foundation upon the earth ; in the end, more really 
will be found to have resulted from the tedious and hard labom* that 
sought a rock-foundation. # » # # 

7. To conclude, let Christ's earnest workers be content to bring 
forth fruit with patience, ♦ ♦ » # 

[Having given so much space to notices favourable to " bazaars, 
and the like," it is only fair to insert the above on the other side, in 
deference to the opinion of some of our readers. That bazaars have 
been abused, is true ; so have other things. But may those who 
have ''possessions and goods" now, not sell them and meet the 
necessities of ministers under pinching pressure, and sustain churches 
struggling for bare existence ? If only money may be given, let it be 
given at once ; but if goods " to be sold " may also be given, why not 
accept them and be thankful ? — Ed.]

Bible Eeadings have been held at Bishop Price's house, open to the 
congregation, every Tuesday morning, and have been a help and 
comfort to many. The subjects considered (the Bishop presiding) 
have been Baptism — beginning with John's baptism of repentance ;, 
our Lord's institution of the rite ; the practice and teaching of the 
Apostles ; the blessing promised to the children of beHevers from the- 
lime of Abraham downwards ; the incorporation of the children into 
the Christian Chm-ch on the day of Pentecost. Next, the Lord^s 
Siippet' — the simplicity of the ordinance — viz., " in remembrance of 
me " ; the errors that have grown up around it ; its object — to show to 
the world the Lord's death ; the fact of the great atonement — *' until 
He come."

Steptoe and Mr. C. E. Goldring, were elected Church wardens ; and 
Mr. John Luff and Mr. Beverley, Sidesmen. — CommunicaUdw 
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SOUTHAMPTON.— St. John's Fbbz Ghitbce of Eholakd.— Ab 
the Bev. E. J. Boon, afiber eight yeaors' pastorate of this church, has 
accepted the nnanhuous invitation of the church and congregation 
of the Countess of Huntingdon's Free Church at Worcester, it may 
perhaps not be out of place if we briefly state what has been 
accomplished by him during that time. Mr. Boon has been a 
consistent exponent of the principles of Evangelical Christianity, 
and his pastorate at the Free Church has been marked by a grati- 
fying measure of success. Not only have his pulpit ministrations 
met with hearty acceptance, but he has prominently identified 
himself with all the various movements calculated to help forward 
the moral and material welfare of those entixisted to his charge. 
As an evidence of successful work, it may be mentioned that there 
has been a very large development of the Sunday-schools, for which 
separate and distinct accommodation has been provided ; the church 
has been internally renovated and improved; an organ has been 
acquired; and beyond the fact that the whole of the money had 
been raised for carrying out these much needed extensions of 
Christian usefulness and defraying the current expenses of the 
church, no debt of any kind now encumbers its interests. Mr. Boon's 
health has unfortunately not been of most robust order, and probably 
this has influenced him somewhat in determining to accept an 
invitation which ensures not only a change of sphere but also of 
climate. On Monday evening, March 80th, M. W. A. Bruce gave a 
temperance address in the church. There was a concert (in aid of 
the funds of the church) on the following evening, which was fairly 
attended. On Good Friday morning, an interesting sermon was 
preached by the Eev. Wesley Bodger, of the Presbyterian Church 
at Woolston, an interesting address also being given to the Scholars 
of the Sunday School on April 12th, by the Assistant Superintendemt, 
Mr. T. L. Harris. On Wednesday evening, April 8th, the annual 
vestry meeting was held, the chair being occupied by the Pastor 
(Bev. E. J. Boon), who was supported by the churchwardens (Messrs. 
E. Page and Doggrell), the secretary (P. Lewington), Messrs. Buffell, 
Woodland, Crocker, Locke, T. L. Harris, Harrindaile, E. Penny, 
W. Bannister, &c. The Chairman having opened the meeting with 
prayer, Mr. E. Page read a statement of the accounts of the church, 
which showed a deficit of £28 odd, but this was stated to be mostly 
owing to the non-payment of pew-rents. All the retiring church- 
wardens, sidesmen, and assistant-sidesmen were re-elected, with 
the exception of Messrs. C. Wilkinson and Bawlins as assistant- 
sidesmen. The meeting then proceeded to appoint as a Church 
Committee the following: Messrs. Woodland, T. Lewington, E. 
Penny, Lock, T. L. Harris, Beavis, Crocker, Harrindaile Hibberd, 
J. Crocker, J. L. Crocker, and B. Wills. Messrs. Lankasheer and 
White were chosen as auditors for the forthcoming year. The 
Secretary then read a letter from the Bev. E. J. Boon, announcing 
his intention of resigning the position which he had held for eight 
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years as Pastor to the St John's Free Chxirch, through ill-health, 
he having acoepted a pastorate at Worcester, in the Countess of 
Huntingdon's Connexion. Mr. Churchwarden Page moved that it 
be accepted, and this was seconded by Mr. Churchwarden Doggrell, 
spoken to by Messrs. B. E. Harris, Lock, and T. L. Harris, and 
carried. A vote of thanks to the retiring officers, and the Chairman 
pronouncing the Benediction, brought the meeting to a close. On 
Thursday evening, April 16th, an interesting and instructive sermon 
was preached in the church by Mr. Pitman, of Hythe.

The Temple Chubch. — This Church, which is now (by permission 
of the Benchers) open for inspection from ten to one and two to four, 
except Saturdays, has always been an object of great interest to 
visitors to this country, and more especially to Americans. The 
oldest part of this ancient structure was finished in 1185, when it 
was consecrated by Heraclius, Patriarch of Jerusalem, who had come 
to England to solicit the aid of King Henry 11. on behalf of the 
Enights Templars in Palestine, who had some time before suffered an 
overwhelming defeat at the hands of Saladin. In 1845 the roof of 
the building was redecorated, and the whole church was restored at a 
cost, it is said, of Jg70,000. The Temple Church is the largest of the 
four remaining round churches in England built in imitation of the 
round church of the Holy Sepulchre at Jerusalem, the others being at 
Cambridge, Northampton, and Maplestead, in Essex. 

Poverty an Evil. — ** Sweet are the uses of adversity ; '* so the 
poet sings, and so we are apt to say when the blow falls upon someone 
else and not upon ourselves. Adversity is bitter and not sweet; it 
may have its use as a medicine, but no one hankers after a nauseous 
drug. No one chooses to be poor. The loudest disclaimer against 
riches is glad to get eight per cent, where he had six before. Abject 
poverty is a curse. You do not find the highest style of character in 
the lowest ranks of society. Hunger and cold are not conducive to 
mental or spiritual growth. They do not make one amiable, or 
unselfish, or magnanimous. Hunger knows no law but to appease 
itself. The soul has hard work to keep the currents warm when the 
body is aching with cold. It is a wearing thing to be all the while on 
the look-out for something to keep soul and body from parting com- 
pany. We expect too much of the poor — too much patience, too 
much gratitude, too much good behaviour in general ; more, perhaps, 
than we show when we are crossed in little things. 

The Embeb-days. — The ember-days are periodical fasts originally 
instituted, it is said, by Pope Calixtus, in the third century, for the 
purpose of imploring the blessing of Heaven on the produce of the 
earth ; and also preparing the clergy for ordination, in imitation of 
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the apostolic practice recorded in the 18th chapter of the Acts. It 
was not, however, till the Council of Placentia, 1095 a.d., that a 
uniformity as regards the season of observance was introduced. By 
a decree of this assemby, it was enacted that the Ember-days should 
be the first Wednesday, Friday, and Saturday following respectively 
the first Sunday in Lent, or Quadragesima Sunday, Whit- Sunday, 
Holyrood Day (September 14), and St. Lucy's Day (December 18). 
The term is said to be derived from the Saxon emb-ren or imh-i-ym, 
denoting a course of circuit, these days recurring regularly, at stated 
periods, in the four quarters and seasons of the year. Others, with 
some plausibility, derive the epithet firom the practice of sprinkling 
dust or embers on the head in token of humiliation ; and also from 
the circumstance that at such seasons it was only customary to 
break the faai by partaking of cakes baked on the embers, or emhei-- 
irread, Jn accordance with a canon of the English Church, the 
ordination of clergymen by the bishop generally takes place on the 
respective Sundays immediately following the ember days. The 
weeks in which these days fall are termed the Ember-weeks, and in 
Liatin the ember-days are denominated J^xinia quatuor temporumy or 
<< the &sts of the four seasons." 

The Jerusalem Chamber. — ^The Jerusalem Chamber, as it is 
called, in which the Eevisers of the Authorized Version of the Bible 
have held their meetings, is a remarkable apartment in the enclosure 
of Westminster Abbey. It is about fifty feet long and half as wide, 
with a lofty ceiling. The fireplace is adorned with modem tiles on 
which one reads inscriptions, placed at the suggestion of the late 
Dean Stanley, '* Pray for the peace of Jerusalem. They shall 'prosper that 
love Thee" Above this fireplace extends a carved mantel of cedar, 
said to have been erected by Dean Williams when on one occasion he 
entertained the French Ambassadors. The walls are hung with very 
old tapestry, representing such Scripture scenes as the Adoration of 
the Wise Men, the Circumcision of our Lord, &c. Whence the 
Chamber got its name is unknown. Even Dean Stanley, when once 
asked on the subject, could give only the conjecture that some of the 
subjects referred to on the tapestry had suggested it. But the 
Chamber is one of the most interesting and noteworthy in London. 
It is well known to men of letters on account of the reference to it in 
the account of Henry IY.*s death as told by the historians and 
repeated in Shakespeare. The words of the poet are carved on the 
top of the cedar mantelpiece, and the only separable ornaments of the 
room are two small crowned busts at one end, the one representing 
Henry IV., the other Henry V, In the days of the Commonwealth the 
place was occupied by the assembly of divines who framed the papers 
which, in consequence of their local origin, are known as the West- 
minster Standards. The next company who used the Chamber as a 
permanent meeting place was the committee appointed for the revision 
of the Authorized Version, who for nearly fifteen years have held 
monthly sessions within its walls. 
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The Synod of the Western Diocese met In Ghxist Church, Exeter, on 

Tuesday and Wednesday, April 14th and 16th. Present — The Bishop 

,( Primus, Christ Church, IL&acombe; Bev. Albert Hockley, Trinity 

Church, Lynmouth; Bev. George Slater, Christ Chxuroh, Exeter; 

. Bev. Alex. Boger, Trinity Church, Cathays, and Curate in charge of 

, St. Paul's, Cardiff; Bev. B. H. Dignum, Christ Church, Boath; 

Mr. E.H. Dunn (licensed Evangelist), St. John's, Penarth. 

The meetings commenced with Divine Service in Christ Church, 
^ on Tuesday evening, at which Bishop Price preached an able and 
practical sermon on ** Thomas' unbelief " (John xx. 26-80). 

On Wednesday, the Synod met at 10 a.m., for the transaction of 
business of the diocese. The Bev. A. Boger was elected Secretary in 
succession to the Bev. J. F. Allan. Considerable time was spent in 
discussing matters connected with Trinity Church, Leominster, and 
St. Paul's, Cardiff. It was at length resolved to confirm the appoint- 
ment of Bev. A. Boger as clergyman in charge, who undertook to see 
the pulpit supplied for a short time, until a suitable minister is 
appointed. After an excellent dinner, kindly provided by Bev. G. 
and Mrs. Slater, the Synod again met and received into the ministry 
of the Free Church of England, the Bev. B. H. Dignum, and 
recommended him to Convocation on his own wish for Episcopal 
ordination. 

Mr. E. H. Dunn was next examined, and having passed to the 
satisfaction of the Synod, recommended for examination for deaoon's 
orders. 

The Synod rejoiced to find that the good work was progressing, 
and that new Churches had been started in Boath and Penarth. 

In the evening a social tea meeting was held in connection with 
Christ Church, and addi*csses dehvered by the Bishop, and Revs. 
A. Hockley, A. Boger, and B. H. Dignum. 

The next Synod was fixed for September, and to meet in 
Ilfracombe. 



#Irifuarg. 

One of the members, for many years, of the Avebury Free Church 
of England, Miss M. Pictor, has recently died, leaving a comfortable 
testimony. The Bev. Edward W. Slater, pastor of the Church, says : 
The Lord, in His all-wise providence, led her for some years in a 
pathway of suffering ; which, as time advanced, increased in intensity, 
until it became an agony, and ended her life on earth on Sunday, the 
8th March. When speaking of her death, she used " going home," 
and similar words to describe it ; and her mind was preserved in the 
*' peace of God '* until the last.

Bland, E. J. Boon, T. K. E. Betty, W. Glenny-Crory, J. M. Fox, 
B.A., W. Hardin, F.E.C.S., 8. Johnson, LL.D., G. H. Jones, 
A. F. G. Jullion, G. S. Lee, J. Nash, E. D. Price, A, Eoger, 
G. Slater, W. Williams, James Wonnacott ; also W. E. Dandy, 
G. E. Goldring, F. S. Merryweather, and T. L. Wilson, Esqs. 
The Bishop-President delivered an earnest, eloquent, and appro- 
priate address, and was accorded the hearty and unanimous 
thanks of Convocation. Bishop Newman also gave an able 
address, which received a like reception. The Eev. S. Johnson 
was then elected Secretary to Convocation. The minutes of the 
last meeting were read. Annual reports were presented by the 
General Secretary of Council, Treasurer, Financial Secretary, 
and the Secretaries of the several Districts, and the standing 
Committees appointed. 

The meeting was harmonious. A large amount of business 
was transacted ; but as the minutes are about to be published, it 
is unnecessary to anticipate details, which will be found therein. 

An Ordination was held at Christ Church, Teddington, the 
Eevs. Bishop Price, Bishop Newman, Bishop Meyers, J. T. 
Bland, E. J. Boon, W, Glenny-Crory, and A. Eoger officiating, 
when four were ordained Deacons, and four Presbyters. The 
ordination sermon was preached by the Eev. W- Glenny-Crory.

We live in an age of great mental and physical activity. It is diffi- 
cult to beheve that, amid the rush and push and competition of 
human life, that '' the race is not to the swift, nor the battle to the 
strong ; " *' that no king is saved by the multitude of an host,'* *'nor 
a mighty man delivered by much strength." These old-fashioned truths 
do not tally with our new-fangled notions, that the weak must go to 
the wall, and the feeble give way to the strong ; but this is an age 
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of reason, not of faith. If Darwin had lived in ancient times, he would 
have been deified ; as it is, he is placed in the British Museum as a 
great teacher of Nature, and bringing to light new revelations of 
Truth. Men of wisdom and understanding were never more needed 
to guide the old Gospel ship amid the mazes of human thought into a 
harbour of safety ; and, thaiik God, they have never been wanting at the 
proper time. There were in Issachar ^* men of understanding and 
knowledge, who knew what Israel ought to do *' — i,e,, as explained 
in the margin of your Bibles, "intelligent men, well versed in political 
affairs, and knew what ought to be done in all the exigencies of human 
life." And there will be such men in every age, men of truth and 
men of fedth, who will have understanding of the times that are 

passing over them 

If we now turn to the religious affiiirs of the nation, we shall find 
much to commend and give us hope, and also much to deplore. We 
have it stated, for example, on the authority of the Chairman of the 
Chui'ch Association, that Bituahsm has never increased so much in 
one year as it has done during the last twelve months, while a large 
amount of disunion exists among Protestants ; but he means those in 
the Church of England, as represented respectively by the Record^ the 
Rock, and the English Churchman, while in the Church Association 
itself there is found a largely developed difference of opinion. It is, 
indeed, to be feared that Protestantism, as such, is decreasing in the 
Church of England. Evangelicals are comparatively weak in num- 
bers, and still weaker in decision and resolution. There is a wonderful 
pandering to popular things, rather than to principle. It is not uncom- 
mon to hear good Protestants, both clergy and laity, in submitting to 
the surplice in the pulpit, and the intoning in the desk and the chant- 
ing of the Psalms in the choir, excusing themselves for their inconsis- 
tency by replying, ** What does it matter, so we get the Gospel ; what 
does it signify what the vestments are if we have the truth ;" and so 
they hand over the keys of the fortress to the enemy. They are just 
the people Eitualists delight to honour, for they know well enough that, 
if they can induce Protestants to adopt their forms, they need not 
trouble themselves about the doctrine. Only familiarize the people 
with the usages of Borne, and they will soon learn to embrace her 
principles. Indeed, customs are adopted and doctrines broached and 
listened to without alarm or concern which, if bub named thirty 
years ago, would have shocked and shaken the nation to its centre. 
And with the revival of superstition there is, as usual, an increase of 
immorality and unbelief. The foi^m takes the place of the power, 
and the name is substituted for the life. Never was Satan more busy, 
or infidelity more subtle and bold, or the working classes drifting 
away from their old moorings in greater numbers, and becoming the 
prey of the sceptic, the Bomanist, and the Bitualist. Science, too, is in 
conflict with religion, and atheism with revelation. In fact, all the 
powers of evil seem to be equally active, zealous, and earnest On 
the other hand, there is much to cheer and encourage us. Never was 
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a time when the efforts of the Christian Church were more abundant or 
active or devoted and widespread in their influence. Never was the Bible 
more widely circulated, or more generally read. Never did a book 
attract such universal attention, or upon which such pains have been 
taken to secure its purity and perfection. Never was there expended 
on any book such high scholarship, profound thinking, and able dis- 
quisitions. Never was a book so much read or so much prized, or 
so much blest. It has commanded the approval and devotion of the 
highest intellects, and the faith of the holiest men. . . . Into the 
midst of this chaos of thought and confusion of tongues the Free 
Church of England has entered — not the least important of the many 
agencies at work among us. Taking its rise in the Tractarian times of 
forty years ago, it would seem particularly adapted to combat with the 
RituaHsm, or rather sacerdotalism, of the time, for the essence of 
Rituahsm is involved in the so-called priesthood, the priest being the 
centre of the system against which we should jealously guard our- 
selves, lest in our zeal for episcopacy we should unconsciously sHp into 
sacerdotalism. It is a wily foe, and pursues its course insidiously and 
unobserved. But] it may be asked. If the Free Church of England 
be] so adapted to the end designed, how is it that it has not been 
more successful, or produced greater results, and made more way in 
the world? Without admitting that it has been unsuccessful, or 
produced little results, we must remind you that this is but the 
twenty-second year of its corporate existence, and about the six- 
teenth year only of its actual operations, and that during that time it 
has made great progress, raised and expended thousands of pounds, 
built many churches, established many congregations, and gathered 
around it many influences which have told indirectly, at least, on the 
Protestantism of the country ; and it has done this, too, in the face of 
opposition, contumely, arrogance,and derision. . . . Its pecuniary 
difficulties spring partly from its very successes, and partly from its 
poverty ; like a man of business who, from the increase of his trade, 
finds himself in difficulty for the want of more capital to work it ; that 
is just the difficulty of the Free Church of England. Its movements 
being new and for the most part opposed, is necessarily in pecuniary 
straits ; its congregations always finding it enough to keep their heads 
above water, and are thus often dispirited. But it is not alone in this. 
Our greatest societies have had to grapple with these difficulties in their 
earher efforts to do good. . . . The Free Church of England is 
not Independency with a liturgy, but a duly organized body of Christians 
united together in one bond of fellowship, . . . and by its constitution 
it is stipulated that no Convocation or Synod shall be complete without 
the laity of the Church being present. ..." And now, brethren, I 
commend you to God and to the word of His grace, which is able to 
build you up, and to give you an inheritance among them that are 
sanctified." *' Finally, be ye all of one mind, having compassion one 
of another : love as brethren, be pitiful, be courteous, not rendering 
evil for evil, but contrariwise, blessing : knowing that ye are there- 
unto called, that ye should inlierit a blessing."

Brethren beloved, I have been requested to give you a short 
address on this our Convocation day. My words shall be as few 
as possible, and I trust they may be received in the spirit of love ; 
whUst I pray, on behalf of each of us, that the Holy Spirit may 
teach, guide, and sanctify us all. 

As ministers of the Gospel and brethren of the Free Church of 
England Church, we have a great work in hand, affecting the glory of 
God, the building up of believers, and the salvation of men ; as mem- 
bers of society. Christian citizens, and denizens of the world, each 
one with his own responsibility. The prominent object just now 
before my mind is Christ Himself, a Divine Person — Christ our 
example, our Saviour, a personal "God with us;" the way, truth, life; 
in everything the all and in all ; higher than the highest, wiser than 
the wisest, better than the best; ''over all, God blessed for evermore." 
As a Church, we have to do with this Divine Person, sacred truths, 

revealed doctrines, scriptural discipline, and Church order 

We love law and order well, we give freedom of thought and action ; 
but we may not tolerate the spirit of rebellion, or individuals setting 
up on their own account, in opposition to Deeds Poll or the decision 
of Synods; perfect liberty within the range of Canon Law, equal 
liberty to act within the given sphere, perfect liberty to leave if con- 
science and superior light show a better way. .... 

May I humbly ask whether, as a Church, we may not have been 
depending too much on our machinery, on our orders, on the 
externals of worship, and thus have forgotten, in degree, the holiness 
of our calling as good ministers of Jesus Christ, the great concern of 
soul conversion, the progress of vital godliness, the spirituality of our 
members, our growth in grace and in the knowle^e of the Lord ? 
May there not have been the restraining of prayer and the real 
exercise of a simple living faith on God, the want of humility, an 
ardent desire for the spread of the Gospel and of our Free Church 
of England principles ? Amongst our ministers and our people in 
general, have we taken a sufficiently bold front before the Church 
and the world, not as apologists for an existence, but as Christian 
men, beheving in our Church principles, and as having a polity suited 
to the age in whicli we live — a Church order not only in harmony 
with Scripture precedent, with the ancient British Churches, but 
wisely adapted to maintain the liberty of conscience with the freedom 
of worship? Have we as a Church kept up with the literature of the 
times ? Have our discourses been sufficiently studied, under the power 
of the Holy Spirit, and delivered with a forceful oratory, so as to 
attract, to draw, and to retain a more intelligent, thoughtful class 
of hearers ?....!« God amongst us? As a Church, are tve pros- 
pering ; and what doth hinder ? Are we doing God's own work in 
God's own way ? for deep searohiags of heart I If I may express 
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an opinion, I think we have not made sufficient use of our District 
Meetings. Our strength is here — our real power is here. Let us never 
forget we are a representative body of Christians, and claim no auto- 
cracy, no prelacy, no episcopacy, apart from the jurisdiction of the 
clergy and laity, united in action The Free Church of Eng- 
land has been very dear to my heart, is still dear May 

this Convocation end in great results I May we feel we have one 
heart and mind, act wisely and prayerfully, so that at the end of 
our gatherings we may have cause to say, " Best of all, God has 
been with us, and God is with us still"!

In presenting this, their Twenty-second Annual Report, the Council 
of the Free Church of England would first of all render its hearty 
thanks to Almighty God for His favour to them during another 
year, and for the fact that in numerous instances they are able to 
bear testimony to the continued interest in the work of the Free 
Chm'ch of England on the part of individuals and churches, and 
that God's blessing rests on their labours. 

The reports that were sent in (after much writing and earnest 
requests on the part of the late Secretary, the Editor, and the 
present Secretary) concerning om* Sunday - schools showed great 
cause for devout thankfulness. From the work thus tabulated, there 
can be no doubt, through the faithful and loving instruction con- 
tinuously given, many of the young arc being led to the Saviour. 
. . . Much time has been spent by the Council during the past year to 
make the examinations of candidates for the ministry more real. . . . 
The Council would specially urge the Districts to see to this. . . . 

Several changes have taken place during the year amongst our 
churches and ministers. The Rev. G. H. Jones has retired from 
West Drayton to Margate, where it is hoped he will be thoroughly 
restored to health, and again occupy a large sphere of usefulness. 
Dr. Hardin is ably filling his place. Cardiff, Haslingdon, Accrington 
are without ministers. New Maiden is again vigorously at work. 
Leominster has been sold, and the late minister is now at Hollin- 
wood. The church at Spalding is again occupied. Southampton 
Church is vacant, the Hon. Gen. Sec, after nearly nine years* labour 
there, having accepted similar work at Worcester. Much regret is 
felt. that the Rev. J. Brunskill has had a sHght seizure, but the 
Council are rejoiced to know he is improving, though but slowly. 
The Council rejoice at the continued work of our Bishops and 
ministers, and pray that able ministers may soon be found to 
supply all our vacant churches. . . . Our Magazine still maintains 
its useful course, but it is not yet (in spite of great exertions) self- 
supporting. . . . The question of a form of agreement between 
ministers and chm^ches was fully considered, but the delicacy was so 
gi'eat that it was not proceeded with. . . . 
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The Treasuber presented his annual report, which was chiefly 
occupied with the condition of the ** Old Debt " matter. This incubus 
is becoming less serious, and it is hoped it may be removed altogether 
soon. Subscriptions for this purpose were made at the meeting ; but 
more money is needed, and Convocation very earnestly urged upon 
each congregation the great necessity of sending a donation, or promise 
of one, GREAT OR SMALL, and AT ONCE, as it is proposed, if possible, to 
clear off this debt within the present month, which ought to be no 
difficult matter, seeing there are now thirty-four Free Church of 
England churches in active operation. As to the Magazine, it is 
only necessary to report that the cost of publication having been 
greatly reduced, it needs merely that the several churches, without 
exception, should take some copies of the Magazine , and, as far as 
practicable, those now subscribing should increase their subscriptions. 
This woijd thoroughly establish the Magazine and make it self-sup- 
porting.

MORECAMBE, Free Church of England. — On Monday 
evening Bishop Meyers, Missionary Bishop of the Free Church of 
England, commenced a series of discourses, extending throughout the 
week, in Emanuel Temporary Church, East Promenade. His subject 
on that occasion was ** The Free Church of England — a Necessity ; 
this Church is Episcopal, Apostolical, and not Schismatical.*' The 
Bishop then reviewed the BituaHst movement, and quoted the 
language of several Archbishops, Bishops, and statesmen. He 
produced the opinions of Cardinals Wiseman and Manning, 
and other Roman CathoHc writers, all supporting the theory that 
Ritualism is Popery. He next dealt with the principles of the Free 
Church of England, Apostolical in doctrine. Episcopal in government 
in the same sense as the State Church, having the same orders dating 
back to ancient times, having been conferred by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury in 1787. On Tuesday the subject was ** The One Church." 
'* This one Church " is that secret, subtle real union, so mysterious 
that no philosopher can explain it, and no critic analyse it — that sacred 
union which exists between all who love the Lord Jesus, no matter 
to what sect they belong. — Visitor, 

PENARTH, St. John's Free Church of England. — On Sunday 
last, the Rev. E. H. Dunn, who, since November, 1884, has been 
labouring to establish a branch of the Free Church of England at 
Penarth, preached his farewell sermons. He is engaged at St. Paul's, 
Cardiff. Mr. Dunn has worked hard, and has faithfully done his best, 
but as there is no fund in connexion with the Free Church wherewith 
to assist the ministers in estabhshing new causes, the burden upon 
those who make the effort is very heavy, and can only be maintained 
when a number of influential gentlemen are sufficiently interested to 
give hberally to its support. The services here will not be discon- 
tinued, but will be carried on by licensed preachers from the Cardiff 
churches. On Sunday afternoon Mr. Dunn delivered an address to 
the teachers and scholars of the Sunday-school. A social entertain- 
ment took place on Monday evening, the object of which was to clear 
off the expenses of St. John's Free Church of England. The attend- 
ance was fairly good, and the programme was composed of homely 
music, which was well rendered and much appreciated. — Penarth 
Chronicle, 

PRESTON, St. Stephen's Free Church of England. — 
— On Saturday last. Bishop Meyers, of London, held a Confirmation 
service in the above church. There were nineteen candidates. The 
Bishop gave a sound scriptural address to those present. After 
removing some popular superstitions he read a verse about the 
^' open face " in contrast with the veiled face of Moses, and com- 
mented on the veils which come between the soul and Christ and 
obscure His image, making three deductions — *^ separation, dedication, 
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and transformation " — changed into the same image, &c. On Sunday 
the first anniversary services were held. The morning subject was on 
'* The High Priesthood of the Lord Jesus in the Heavens, and the 
Benefits derived from His Intercession, Forgiveness, Acceptance, and 
Deliverance." In the afternoon a flower service was held, and the 
flowers brought to the service were afterwards collected and sent to 
Fulwood Workhouse for the inmates as an expression of goodwill. 
Collections were made on behalf of the church. 

PUTNEY, Emmanuel Chubgh. — During Bishop Meyers's 
absence in the North, the Bevs. W. Glenny Crory and Dr. Johnson 
occupied his pulpit, and are hereby thanked for their kindness. 
Quarterly collection on the 21st, £9 4s. 

SOUTHAMPTON, St. John, Free Church of England.— Prior 
to the appointment of a new minister for this church, the pulpit has 
been supplied on May 17 by the Bev, Mr. Stent, of Weymouth ; May

SIEBBA LEONE MISSION. 

Waterloo, A2ml 20, 1885. 

Dear Sir, — I have very much pleasure in giving you an account ot 
my visit to our mission at Manallo, near Fogbo, on the 12th inst., 
which I think will be interesting to the Churches at home. 

Accompanied by Messrs. Brown, Vincent, Thomas, and During, 
elders of our Church at Waterloo ; brother Jones, of Campbell Town ; 
and others — fourteen in all — we started on our journey, and arrived 
at Manallo just before sunset. It is a small town, built of conical 
huts of wattle, thatched with grass or bamboo, inhabited by Sherbros 
and Timanies, about a mile from Fogbo. Two years ago these people 
were utter heathens; but God has been working wonders among 
them, through the preaching of our devoted agent, Mr. Thorpe, who 
conducted the services in both these languages. 

Having indulged in a ramble, we returned to family prayers, ex- 
pecting to retire early, being fatigued with our journey ; but this was 
not to be thought of, for Brother Thorpe and. his people were so 
elated by our coming, that they shouted alternately in their native 
dialects, and we found ourselves joining them in fervent thanks- 
giving, for ** God had done great things for them, whereof they were 
glad." The joy of Manallo that night might have been heard from 
afar ! The next day, being Sunday, it was my pleasing duty to 
administer the sacred rites of baptism and the Lord's Supper to two 
adults and seven children, and I spent the time before Divine service 
in examining these first-fruits of our mission. 
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I found the adults thoroughly and intelligently prepared. The 
children were not only able to repeat the Lord's Prayer, Creed, and 
Ten Commandments correctly, but they had been taught to under- 
stand their meaning perfectly ; and I think it most sensing that 
in so short a time these purely heathen children should have been 
thus qualified. It certainly reflected great credit on the zeal with 
which, under the blessing of Ood, our agent has performed his duties. 

At ten o'clock the horn was sounded for Divine worship, and soon 
quite a large number assembled, some coming from a distance of two 
miles. We began the service by dedicating the premises to the wor- 
ship of Almighty Ood, using the prescribed form of the Free Church 
of England. Then I read prayers, and brother Thorpe the lessons, 
after which I baptized the candidates according to the usage of our 
prayer-book. Next came the pre-communion service, brother Brown 
reading the Epistle, and I the Oospel, after which I preached for half 
an hour, and concluded that portion of the service. I then adminis- 
tered! the Sacrament of the Lord's 8upper to twenty-nine persons, 
including some Christians from Sierra Leone and the two converts, 
who now made a profession of their faith in Christ, all receiving the 
emblems with reverence and holy joy. After all was over, shouting in 
alternation was again resumed, and the children joining with all their 
hearts and voices, to express their great delight that they now had a 
place wherein to worship God. What will be the joy of Bedemption 
completed when the head-stone shall be brought on with shoutings of 
" grace, grace unto it 1" Who shall describe the rejoicings and the 
HallelujalLS of that day as they sing, ** The kingdoms of this world are 
become the kingdoms of our God, and of His Christ, and He shall 
reign for ever and ever ! " 

Li reviewing the joy of that memorable day at Manallo, I feel that, 
if there were nothing more, I should be amply recompensed for my 
visit, and should be able to satisfy the Conmiittee that their funds 
have been well expended. But I fear the work there will be greatly 
hindered for want of a separate and larger place of worsliip, as they 
now occupy the house in which the agent lives. This want could be 
speedily met, a suitable site secured, and the building begun at once. 
With native assistance, only the small sum of £\5 would be required 
for this purpose. Would this further expense be sanctioned ? Our 
work there is very encouraging, and capable of wide extension, 
although the difficulties are many, arising mainly from the gross 
superstition of the natives (common to all missions to the heathen). 
Even after they have embraced Christianity, it takes long years to 
break the chain of superstitious practices. Mr. Thorpe itinerates 
largely among them, and everywhere finds willing hearers of his 
Go^l message. 

Oh, that means may be forthcoming, so that the Committee may 
be able to strengthen the existing staff of agents, and add to their 
number ! At present I am the only ordained labourer in the field. 
One may well ask, ** What is he among so many T' If the Committee 
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could still further enable us to carry on the work vigorously and hold 
our own in the presence of strong counter influence from within and 
from without, we should the more efficiently respond to the Divine 
command, ** Go forward." — ^I am, dear Sir, yours very sincerely,

Convocation met, as already announced, for the 22nd time. 
The meeting was a success, with the one drawback, that several 
members who have of late years rarely attended were again 
absent. It was more fully realised than ever, that with the 
means at disposal the work opening up to the Free Church of 
England can be but partially overtaken. But if we be faithful 
as far as our means admit, there is no fear but we shall be 
blessed with such additional income as will enable us more 
fully to respond to the calls presenting themselves in Provi- 
dence. The incubus of monetary difficulties, long pressing 
upon this Church, has been removed in the goodness and 
mercy of the Lord. Those who have always been foremost in 
liberality have been so in this case, and it is to be hoped 
that some who have not contributed to the removal of the 
burden just got rid of, will come to the aid of the work promptly 
and liberally, as funds are still required to meet every day's 
demands. Finance is still a very essential matter. Our progress 
reveals our necessities ; and it becomes daily more evident that 
a Sustentation Fund must be created at no distant date. It 
must not be forgotten that efforts of this sort have always 
grown out of increased spiritual tone amongst the members of 
Churches, and the Free Church of England cannot expect to be an 
exception. One of the signs of a better tone, in every denomi- 
nation, has always been that self-abnegation amongst Churches 
in which the general interests of the whole body take precedence 
of the special claims of each congregation. In the meantime, 
however, let it not be forgotten that according to Canon L, p. 18, 
sec. 5, each congregation is to make an annual collection, and 
without going into the matter more fully just now, we trust 
this intimation may be sufficient, and that collections will be 
made in due course accordingly. The recollections of the 
meetings just held give much encouragement in expecting not 
only an improvement in finances, but ^Iso a time of revival out 
of which shall grow every form of expansion, as well as that 
of enlarged income.

Tes qnestion has been asked, '' Is not Satan well pleased when 
the eye of the Christian worker is more placed on Uie work than 
on the Divine Master ? '' A very suitable answer to this startling, 
but needful and awakening question, is to be found in a small, 
pleasantly- written book for Clmstian youth, ** On the Voyage and 
its Perils,"* as follows : — 

« This is another wile of Satan's— he knows that as long as you 
are dependent and obedient^ he cannot harm you, but that you will 
sail on over his seas, proclaiming liberty to his captives, and 
rescuing them from his hands ; so he will make * all men speak 
well of you ' and let you be popular. He knows how many a fair 
profession he has wrecked like that. Then you will be so busy 
pursuing the enemy, that you will have lost sight of Christ, and 
suddenly there will come a terrible crash, and the ship will go to 
pieces far out of her course upon some sunken rock. Satan 
deHghts to see the eye of the Christian fixed on the retreating 
foe, instead of on the Morning Star, and his heart full of service 
instead of Chnst, and his ears open to the praise of men rather 
than the praise of God. Take heed that service never gets the 
place of Christ in your heart and mind, or you will get into dark- 
ness and run into the greatest peril." 

. It was recently remarked in some newspapers that ** a clergy- 
man and his two curates had made themselves responsible for forty 
meetings in one week, in addition to visiting, parish work, and 
preparation for preaching on the Sabbath ! ! " Devoted men 1 Had 
they asked, ** Lord, what wilt Thou have me to do," before incurring 
such responsibility ? Have not excitement, emulation, love of 
popularity, something to. do with these abounding and exhausting 
labours? What can the pulpit preparation of such be ? Time 
must fail modem workers to read, study, meditate on spiritual 
things. Short sermons are now mostly desired ; the reason is not 
far to seek — many people can read at home much more to profit. 
A ten minutes' sermon was lately delivered on the proper pro- 
nunciation of the word Deuteronomy (fact !). Hungry souls in 
that congregation went away starved most assuredly ! 

We have heard sermonettes in which it was impossible to find 
a crumb of nourishment for the soul — and with what a delivery I 
Oh! blest shades of our forefathers, how it would grieve your 
righteous souls to hear modem degeneracy I 

How is it possible for any men in charge of churches, with 
crowds of engagements, to be themselves ** nourished up in words 
of faith and of good doctrine," to find time to ** feed tiie flock " and

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be " a^t-t(v teach/' or to be workmen '< needing not to be ashamed^ 
rightly dividing the word of truth?'* St. Paul, who says, •* I seek 
not to please m^, but God," says also, *^ Give attendance to reading, 
to exhortation, to doctrine — ^meditate upon these things, give thyself 
^holty to them ihBki thy profiting may appear to all. Take heed 
unto thyself and unto the doctrine, continue in them, for in doing this, 
thou shalt both save thyself and those that hear thee.'' 

Of musical performance there is truly enough and to spare in 
miost churches ! 

The still, small voice of the Holy Spirit, appealing to the. oon- 
science and heart, must often be quenched whilst the aasthetic taste 
is being gratified. 

To sing with the Spirit and the understanding also, to bless 
the Lord with heart and voice, we must be taught of the Spirit — 
and such praise only can be acceptable in the ears of the Lord 
of Sabaoth. I cease to marvel that one body of Christians allows 
" no excitements '* in worship, with the holy fear of grieving and 
banishing the Holy Spirit. 

Again ; is it reaUy good that ** the young " should be so 
especially catered for in such unprecedented fashion ? Night after 
night, something is doing for ** the young people," alike in the 
world and in the Church. One would warn those whose zeal 
wpuld. outrun their knowledge that "keepers at home," as 
descriptive of women (Titus ii. 4, 5), may soon be contrary to fact ; 
a taste for excitements is engendered, causing unwillingness, especi- 
ally in females, "to shew piety towards their own family, and to 
requite their parents." (R.V.) And the sweetness of the word 
** home," in. its true sense, to be unknown, with its quiet, regular, 
self-denying duties and sweet sanctities, often despised and irksome. 
One would affectionately entreat workers to let their " modera- 
tion be known unto all men " — to avoid Church competition, to be 
assured that their deeds are really, "wrought in God "in this day 
of so much work a^d Christian effort, that '* the love of Christ con- 
straineth" 

The Eev. H. A. Hall, of Bristol, writes : " The activity of 
working appears at first sight so much simpler than the seeming 
passivity of faith (though a working , faith is the only faith which 
Christianity knows), that humanity rushes into work in hopes of 
securing to itself a good reward thereby, and many a disciple has 
so far fprgotten the first lessons of his spmtual life that he fancies 
that the life which had its origin in faith can be maintained by 
work, no matter of what nature, so long as it be sufficiently toil- 
some and painful. The true believer, however, is even anxious 
that his service shall be done froin the right motive, at the right 
moment, and in every detail after that fashion which Christ shall 
ynost approve — for the Master's Glory." — Vide article on ** The Light 
of the World," in the Eock, May 16th, 1885. 

One would remind our good and excellent workers, while they 
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ore mnltiplying' meetingB and so-called ''means of Grace,*'- ad 
infinitum^ that it is written, '< They that wait upon the Lord shall 
renew their strength, they shall run on without being weary, and 
walk without being faint," '* looking unto jbbus." 

Oh ! the blessedness of a " life hid with Ohrist in God..' Apart 
from Him, says one, the industry of a life is but elaborate trifling, 
" the costly embroidering of a shroud." United to Him, our labour 
is not in vain in the Lord ; our works shall endure and follow us. 
To have truly " the unction from the Holy One," to have the 
work, the worker, and the message anointed by the Lord, the 
Spirit ; to '< read much, think deeply, and keep close to Jesus," 
would assuredly bring down such a blessing from above as many 
have never before known. God grant that many of our workers 
and readers may known it henceforth abundantiy, for our Lord 
Jesus Christ's sake. Amen.

July 16, excursion of choir and teachers 
of the three schools, accompanied by some members of the congrega-

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Mission House, Ma Nallo, South Quiah Mission, 

April 28rd, 1886. 
Bev. and Deab Sib, — I am making up this report with a heart 
full of praise and thanksgiving to God for the manifestation of His 
Holy Spirit, and the measure of success which He has granted to 
our weak endeavours here. The work is very encouragmg. I am 
thankful for the past, and hope and trust for the future. I mentioned 
in my June letter that the few which the Gospel net has brought in, 
are pressing toward the mark for the prize of their high calling of 
God in Christ Jesus. I may say, that they are trying to do so by the 
assistance of His Holy Spirit. May the Great Head of the Church 
stir up the minds of Christians to do their best for the South Quiah, 
inasmuch as they know that they shall reap if they faint not. Surely 
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God will give us souls for our hire,, and Christ will add to His 
Ghurob militant on earth such as shall be eternally saved. We 
have His faithful promise which no power can overthrow, ** that 
He would give to His Son the heathen for His inheritance, and the 
uttermost parts of the earth for His possession/' The labour is ours, 
and as events belong to Him, we rest our hopes on His promise. 
April 11th. — The Rev. S. Williams and others, for the first time, 
visited this station for the purpose of administering the Sacrament 
of the Lord's Supper and Baptism. Some of the natives came, and 
I taught them in their native tongue, in Sherbro and Timnee. After 
prayer by the Rev. S. Williams, we retired to rest. Sunday, 12th. — 
Early this morning the bell called for prayers, after which the 
parents of the children were sent for. The children were asked to 
repeat the Lord's prayer and the Apostles Creed, which they did 
satisfactorily. The Rev. S. Williams told the parents that they 
should take care that their children, after receiving Baptism, should 
not be taken back to their country custom. At 11 o'clock. Divine 
Service, and the house was crowded to overflowing, and seven 
children, one infant, and two adults were baptised. A poor blind 
man, residing at Fogbo, said, " I hear you sing all night, and I 
want to come, bet nobody bring me, so dis morning I wake quick, 
and I came to massa." I took him to Mr. Williams, who examined 
him, and admitted him to Church membership. He was asked if he 
forsook his country customs, and he replied, '* I do." The address 
given by Mr. Williams was carefully listended to, from Nehemiah xii. 
48. The sermon was heard witib much interest, and seemed to 
produce considerable impression. The Holy Communion was ad- 
ministered to eighteen communicants, amongst whom were new 
converts in this mission who have turned from darkness unto 
light, and from the power of sin and Satan to God. I have no 
doubt but the time is approaching when, under the influence of 
Divine Truth, there will be a large number of heathen converts. 
I can but think the cloud of blessing is breaking on this parched 
and desert part of the earth. You will thus perceive that we com- 
mence our work under circumstances very encouraging. Having 
furnished you with what appears to be the most important particulars 
in this mission, I beg an interest in your prayers, and in those of 
the Directors generally, earnestly wishing that the blessing of the 
Most High may rest on all their deliberations, and on all the friends 
and agents of Ihe Society. This season is one which I cannot 
easily forget. It was indeed a time of refreshing from the presence 
of the Lord. May our success lead to increased exertion in the 
cause of this mission ! I have done what I could, but after all feel 
myself an unprofitable servant. 

Day School — The progress of the children in the school is 
satisfactory. The Scripture and Catechism are constantly taught 
and committed to memory. Several poor children are enjoying the 
benefit of education, and were it not for this charitable institution 
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they would, like their parents, remain in a state of utter ignorance. 
I have received twelve dresses from the Bev. S. Williams, whi<di I 
hsrYe distributed to as many as are in yery great need.* I return my 
sincere and hearty thanks to our kind-nearted friends in England 
whose minds are imbued with the love of God and the salvation of 
the souls of these poor children in this part of the heathen world. 
May their liberality be rewarded by our Heavenly Father 1 I 
mentioned in my letter of September last, about a bell for this 
station, which I hope the Directors will take into consideration. —

TO TH9 EDITOB. 

A FRIEND has forwarded to me the Nonconformist newspaper 
of May 7th, perhaps because he is aware I am somewhat interested 
in " Trust deeds," and inasmuch as what appears to be known as 
the ''Tooting Case" has some prominence. It appears from the 
statement of a Eev. Dr. Anderson — his belief is the Congregationalists, 
have possession of some seventy Presbyterian Churches — ^there is 
some dispute about one of them, and it is proposed to give it back on 
payment -'of ^61,000. The following* remarkable proposition was 
submitted for approval (but was not carried), with a view of glossing 
over what seems to be a doubtful transaction, but some of the 
straightforward Presbyterians did not "see it." One said, "The 
Congregationalists had not given £1,000 for each of their Churches of 
which they had somehow became possessed, and he was not prepared 
to pay for taking back their own." 

* " That the Synod hereby declares that no court of this Church, or 
individual members thereof, ought to take proceedings, or encourage 
or assist any person or persons in taking proceedings, to deprive any 
coUgregation or body of trustees in connexion with the Congregational 
denomination of the possession or user of any chapel, school, or trust 
funds, of which such trustees or congregation shall have had 
continuous and uninterrupted possession for a number of years. 
This declaration is not based on any legal consideration, but 
springs from a desire to avoid anything which might disturb the 
fraternal relations of two religious denominations which seek to 
serve our common Lord and Master, and make both stronger 
for the work of advancing the Redeemer's kingdom by the removal 
of possible grounds of controversy." 

It seems to me no matter how long unjust possession may have 
been maintained; that gives no title. Continuance in ill-doing does not 
improve matters, and it will not do to have peace at the expense of 
righteousness. The same sort of thing seems to have been going on in 
the Countess of Huntingdon's Connexion, in another form. The 
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management t)f that Connexion, whether for good or evil, is absolute ; 
and notwithstanding the fundamental principle of Congregationalism 
(Art. 11) is ** the right of every individual Church to administer its aflEairs 
flree from external control, and the Congregational Union shall not, in 
any case, assume legislative authority,'' — in spite of this, leading 
Gongregationalists have gradually forced themselves and their friends 
into the offices of position and pay ; and now they are strong enough, 
openly declare that no minister, manager, or member of the Connexion 
should be permitted to manage their oivn affairs, 1 cannot understand 
it. With such inconsistency I am not surprised at the following 
passage in the same number (May 7th) from an excellent letter signed 
« ^.»» : «< ThvA we (the Congregational body) are quickly nearing a 
•serious crisis in our denomination is beyond question " — ^perhaps the 
sooner the better, or they may continue the annexation process.

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" Kissing ; its curious Bible mentions." By the Eev. James Niel, 
M.A. London : SimpMn, Marshall & Co., 1885. This small volume 
is full of valuable information, and well deserves a most careful 
perusal. The Bible mention of the Mss of peace is most interestingly 
treated. The author enters a strong objection to the prevalent use of 
the term, " saint.*' As to the following portion (p. 24) there seems 
ground for objection — ''Bending down, when sworn to kiss the 
Scriptures is, therefore, no mere superstitious usage ; but, on the 
contrary, a confession, formerly well understood, of the existence and 
power of God,, and of submission to the commands of His written 
Word." Standing on the Protestant ground that an oath is an act of 
religious worship, we regard the kissing of a copy of the Scripture as 
obviously against the spirit of worship. Besides the fact of its taking 
no higher ground than conformity to the custom of so treating docu- 
ments containing the commands of persons high' in authority, 
dishonours Holy Scripture, which teaches that worship means a 
drawing neieit to the living God, and in the several modes mentioned 
of taking an oath there is not one to which a direct appeal to

Jehovah is not an essential. This, of course, is no new idea, and our 
apology for giving it prominence is that the statements above quoted 
lead in a different direction, so obviously that it would neither be fair 
to the subject nor to the book to pass them over. If space at disposal 
admitted, we should take advantage of the opportunity afforded us of 
going into the subject of forms of taking an oath more at large. 
Suffice it to say, if ihe author had done no more by his ably- written 
work than bring this neglected subject into prominence his pages would 
well deserve a favourable reception.

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that the Lord's Supper is a sacrifice, shall ever be allowed in the worship of this Church ; nor 
shall any Communion Table be constructed in the form of an Altar. 

APPOINTMENT OP MINI8TEBS.— Every Congregation shall be at liberty to choose its own 
Minister, subject to the regulations laid down in theCimons of this Church. 

BASIS OF BELIGIOUS BELIEF.— The Free Church of England, holding "the faith once 
delivered to the saints." declares its belief in the Holy Scriptures of the Old and New Testaments 
as the Word of Gk)d, and the sole rule of faith and practice ; in the Creed " commonly called the 
Apostles' Creed;" in the divine Institution of the Sacramente of Baptism and the Lord's Subper ; 
and in ^e doctrines of grace substantially as they are set forth in the Thbrty-nine Articles of 
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EocLESiASTiGAL feeling must indeed be low in any one who fails 
to see the stirring character of these days. Some are making 
so much of the ministry as to drive it into priestism, and others 
so little as to ignore the importance of having called and qualified 
ministers. Judged by the Scripture neither are really furthering — 
however opposite their respective lines of action be — ^what we 
venture to call Church reform. The mistake of efforts which do 
not recognize the Church as the Divinely ordained means of 
propagating the Gospel seem to originate in the error, that the 
slowness of progress argues unsuitability of machinery, and that 
the neglect of those on whom Church work devolves leads to the 
conclusion that the organization itself is a mistake. Very 
different to this is the error which may be summed up in say- 
ing that it puts the priest in the place of the Saviour, and it 
makes the use of the means of grace the ground of acceptance 
before God, instead of the Atonement. The sum total of Church 
reform is not merely a passive holding fast, however tenaciously, 
of first principles, but also an active doing of the will of the 
Lord in Church matters according as Providence and the Word 
of God may guide. 

The Eeformation proclaimed clearly what Church reform 
really meant ; and, making allowances for changes in circum- 
stances, the following of the lines of the Eeformers is still at once 
a duty, a privilege, and a necessity. The Church is not to be 
reformed from without, but from within. No person, be he 
prince, prelate, or enthusiast, may order, regulate, alter, or 
amend the Church according to caprice ; neither may bodies of 
men do the like either in the name of man's wisdom, or for the 
sake of expediency, or for any other human consideration what- 
soever. The Church has received authority to reform herself by 
command of her Head and Lord, according to the guidance of 
the Holy Spirit, and to the glory of the Father. Arising from 
this, and in view of the state of matters around us, we are 
evidently called to this great work more than were any of our 
fathers ever since the Eeformation. Moreover, we but re-echo the 
voices of thoughtful people in every section of the Church, and 
especially of earnest workers for the Lord, when we say by all 
Cleans let Church reform lead the way in all our endeavours. 
Church reform does not mean trying to transform either the 
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desk dr ilie pulpit to meet the demands of those who will 
only attend Cnurch services, or the word preached on their own 
terms. People ma^ dictate such terms at their own peril ; but 
it is at our peril if we succumb to them. But Church reform 
does mean that whereto we have already attained we walk by the 
same rule and mind the same things, not forgetting to keep 
measuring ourselves by the Divine standard, and never ceasing 
to reform till on every portion of the four walls of the Doctrine, 
Worship, Government, and Discipline of the Church there be 
inscribed, "Thus saith the Lord." Nor does Church reform 
mean either the introduction of sonsuous attractions, or the 
lowering of the teaching tone to meet the unreasoning desires of 
the young. But it does mean the deepening of that tone of 
reverence in God's house which the Holy Scripture enjoins, and 
the fulness of the teaching of the whole truth which the solemn 
obligations resting on Christ's Ministers demand. Certain expe- 
dients above named, and many other plausible human inventions 
have been tried, and yet, especially amongst the upper classes 
on one side, and the lower classes on the other, non-Church 
going prevails more than it did at any period during the past 
forty years. (It is unfair to isolate the working classes, who, as 
a whole, are a strength not only in our social state, but in 
the Churches, in taking a sectional view of society, in respect to 
Church reform.) Then, as to the young, our trimming policy 
has more than defeated our inconsiderate devices. Apart from 
higher considerations we cannot but see that every possible 
plan of making ourselves useful in and to the Church of Christ, 
except that of rigidly adhering to strictly Biblical lines in 
doing Church work, must fail. Adherence to the word of God 
is most of all needed just now, and if no better name can be 
given it, we would venture to call it Church reform. 

St. Ives, Cobnwall.— Memorial stones in connexion with the 
work of the new frontage to this place of worship were laid on 
"Wednesday, amid much rejoicing. In the absence of Mr. C. C. Ross, 
M.P., Dr. Ross, of Penzance, attended and laid one of the stones, and 
Mr. P. W. Willcocks, of London, one of the trustees, laid the other. 
Previous to the ceremony a short religious service was held in the 
chapel, presided over by the Rev. P. Tribe, of Ware, Hertford. The 
laying of the memorial stones were then proceeded with. The pastor, 
Rev. W. Fuidge, having made a brief statement of the circumstances 
which led up to the event of the day, Mr. Ross and Mr. Willcocks laid 
the stones. In the evening the Rev. J. G. Rogers, B.A., of London, 
delivered a sermon in aid of the building fund. The discourse was a 
thoroughly eloquent and masterly one, and was a splendid exposition 
of the Apostle Paul's idea of personal salvation.

** At the Wesleyaai Conference at Newcastle-upon-Tyne, it was agreed, 
after a long discussion upon the spiritual destitution of London, to 
spend £50,000 upon the new movement." This, even for the liberal 
Wesleyans, is a noble offering to meet expenses in overtaking spiritual 
destitution, out of which unquestionably grow inaterials for " moral 
eai*thquakes," *^ disgusting disclosures," &c. So far as both repressive 
and protective measures can apply (in respect to the demoralization of 
those of the richer classes, the sinfalness of whose crimes is aggra- 
vated by the oppression it inflicts on certain of the poorer classes), by 
all means;let ' them be employed unsparingly, without respect of per- 
sons, and with vigour. But overtaking the spiritual destitution of all 
classes is the true remedy, and let us hope the sum dedicated to this 
end by our Wesleyan brethren may produce great results to the glory 
of God, the good of souls, the purification of the social atmosphere, 
and the preservation of the nation from a disgrace worse than uni- 
versal bankruptcy, and from the evil influences of " so-called gentle- 
men," whose very existence amongst us is a cause of shame. Our space 
does z^ot admit of dealing with certain matters recently made public as 
to the state of morality amongst some whose social position should 
make them exemplars of well-doing. Nevertheless, we cannot pass 
the matter over without noticing that wherever this shameful affair is 
mentioned, whether from the pulpit or by the press, the real delin- 
quent, which is ** rn^in," is rarely mentioned. What use is there in 
pitying and crying over the degradation brought upon weak, starving 
women, young or old, so long as society has seldom or ever a word to 
say against the men to whose heartless, unmanly, and cruel selfishness 
the whole matter is to be traced. What we want is the surrounding 
of such specimens of manhood (?) with a genial moral atmosphere, in 
which, like an iceberg in the Gulf Stream, each such should not only 
be out of place, but feel in danger of being melted out of existence. 
The breath of purity and honour brings to all such misery, sadness and 
shame. By all means let us have the " sword of the civil magistrate " 
lifted up for the punishment of evil-doers, and the praise of them that 
do well. But let us remember also it is the social climate which 
most of all withers those who sin against the weaker sex ; therefore, just 
as the mere political adventurer cannot live in an atmosphere which is 
the life of patriots, so cannot those whose prey is the weak, the vain, . 
and the poor amongst females, live where the presence of honour- 
able, virtuous men is a standing protest against masculine selfishness, 
especially of its worst type. Still more must we remember that 
without religion morality is merely the whited sepulchre ; and this 
being the case we are led to the conclusion that recent revelations 
(not fit to be mentioned) [are symptoms of the effects of prevalent 
infidelity and superstition ; and as they are menacing the very exist- 
6uce of all that is venerable, sacred and noble, our duty, our wisdom, 
^d our safety all cry out in favour, not of one section of the Chm*ch 
^one, but of all sections, seeing after — and doing so at onoe — Hie 
spiritual destitution of these times. 
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Arrangements, for some time in progress, have been completed for 
the removal of an old debt which has long been a barrier to oar suc- 
cess. This has been effected by those (unaided by others equally 
under obligation) whom the Church has always in times of need found 
liberal donors, including the Treasurer, who in this case not only sub- 
scribed to the " 0. D/' fund, but with his wonted generosity advanced 
sufficient as an ** overdraw " to make up the sum required. This ad- 
vance, and that which was made on general account, as appears 
in these pages (page 28), is being reduced slowly. But now that the 
•*0. D." matter is disposed of, it becomes indispensably requisite that 
the collections to which by their incorporation in the Free Church of 
England body all Churches are bound to make, be made as early as 
possible. Money must be had to meet expenses without overdrawing, 
for which, if Churches do their duty, there is no necessity. Above 
all, debt must not again be allowed to exist, however much expenses 
have to be curtailed. Therefore the making of a collection in each 
church, as mentioned in our August issue, must be regarded as one of 
the things not to be overlooked, if the Free Church of England is not 
merely to hold her ground but go forward. In the meantime we trust 
congregations may at once begin to make collections and send the 
amounts to the Treasurer. For several years we felt that pressing 
appeals having to be made for the ** 0. D." we could not consistently 
keep reminding the Churches of the Canonical annual collection. But 
further forbearance on this point would amount to disloyalty to the 
Church, and we therefore submit to the brethren one and all, that 
however small may be the acknowledgment df the principle, there 
should be no exceptions in making these collections. At the same 
time, as there are over thirty Churches, and some of them able to give 
largely, it is only reasonable to expect that the collections for the 
current year may prove ample to wipe out all arrears and leave a sub- 
stantial balance in the Treasurer's bands at next annual Convocation. 
One of our Bishops writes : " Note we must insist upon the law of 
every Church making a collection annually, however small, and be 
very careful as officials not to incur debt for the future.'* The expres- 
sion of a Hke sentiment reaches us from several other quarters ; but 
let it not be forgotten that these desiderata are in the hands of the 
Churches and the District Synods much more than in the power of 
Council. 

Bodmin. — A new two-manual organ, which has been erected in 
Lady Huntingdon's Chapel, Bodmin, was opened on Friday by Mr. 
W. H. Hannaford, organist of All Saints' Church, Plymouth. At the 
afternoon service, the Eev. J. Guinness Eogers delivered an address. 
Within^ the last few years a handsome and substantial new chapel, 
school, and class rooms have been erected ; and a good work is being 
carried on by the Eev. W. J. Bull. One of the trustees (Mr. Wilcocks), 
who is visiting the various congregations, expresses himself much 
pleased by a recent visit to Cornwall.

Lloyd, and Bowd, in behalf of the Church and congregation, and was 
appropriately acknowledged by the Rev. W. M. Lennox in a few 
parting words. 

HOLLINWOOD.— St. JAMEs's.--On Saturday afternoon, July 11, 
about fifty members and friends of the Mutual Improvement Society 
of this Church had a pic-nic to Romily and Marple. Messrs. Dean 
and Henry, Excursion Agents, Oldham, provided a special cai-riage. 
The company, through the kindness of Mr. Dreury, head gar- 
dener, were shown over the splendid gardens of E. Hallum, Esq., 
Romily. After enjoying this treat, and the singing of a hymn, they 
thanked Mr. Dreury, and resumed their journey and partook of a 
splendid sandwich tea, provided by Mr. W. Taft, Confectioner, Marple. 
An open air meeting was afterwards held, the Rev. D. T. Hailey, 
Pastor and President of the Society, presiding. After a few remarks 
from the Chairman, Mr. Fletcher read a resume of the quarter's work. 
There had been two lectures, two ** sharp practices," five essays, one 
musical entertainment, and subjects of a highly instructive character. 
Mr. Fletcher was thanked for his paper, and a similar compliment 
was paid to Mr. Booth for making the arrangements. The company 
arrived home about ten o'clock thoroughly satisfied with their after- 
noon's ** outing." On Sunday afternoon and evening, August 9th, a 
Flower Service was held, and two sermons preached by the Rev. W. 
Throughton, of Ulverston. The flowers and plants were arranged in 
terraces in front of the chancel ; Mr. Pennington, a teacher in a 
neighbouring school, lent a water fountain, which threw out a jet of 
water quite pleasing. The semces throughout the day were marked 
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by great earnestness, while both discourses, which had special 
reference to "flowers, plants, and the lessons they teach,*' were fall 
of sound spiritual insiiuction. The congregations at both services 
were exceedingly large. The collections, which were in aid of the 
church expenses, amounted to £7, and, taking into consideration the 
fact that between 2,000 and 8,000 cotton operatives of the neighbour- 
hood are on strike, is very satisfactory. On the following Monday a 
social gathering was held in the school, which was well attended.

This Church is steadily progressing, and now that there 
is a stationed minister at the head of affairs who is universally 
respected, both in the Church and neighbourhood, by all sections of 
Christians, there is every reason to believe that ere long this hard, 
straightforward, and toiling people will be able (with God's blessing) 
to surmount the difficulties which have stai'ed them in the face for 
some time. A sale of work is to be held at Christmas for the purpose 
of raising money for the liquidation of the debt, and contributions of 
money or goods will be thankfully received by Mrs. Hailey, 87, Edward 
Street, Werneth, Oldham.

PENARTH. — St. John's Free Church of England. — The services 
here which had been unsettled since the resignation of the Rev. E. H.

To P. W. WmcocKS, Esq. Wateelow, April 20, 1885, 

Deab Sie, — I have very much pleasm'e in giving you an account 
of my visit to our Mission at Manallo, near Fogbo, on the 12th inst., 
which I trust may interest the Churches at home. Accompanied by 
Messrs. Brown, Vincent, Thomas, and During, Elders of the Church 
at Waterloo, Brother Jones, of Campbell Town, and others— fourteen 
in all— we started on our journey, and arrived at Manallo just before 
sunset. It is a small town, built of conical huts of wattle, thatched 
with grass or bamboo, and inhabited by Sherbros and Tinianies. 
Fogbo is nine miles further. Two years ago these people were verit- 
able heathens, but God has beeen workmg wonders among them 
through the preaching of our devoted agent, Mr. Thorpe, who con- 
ducts the services in their respective languages. Having had a ramble 
through the hamlet, we returned to family prayers, hoping to retire 
early, being fatigued ; but in this we were disappointed, for Brother 
Thorpe and his people were so full of joy at our coming, that they 
shouted alternately in their native dialect, and we found ourselves 
joining with them, for "God had done great things for them, whereof 
we were glad." The joy of Manallo that night might have been heard 
afar off. The next day being Sunday, I had to administer the sacred 
rites of Baptism and the Lord's Supper to two adults and seven chil-^ 
dren ; and oefore the hour for Divine Service arrived, I examined the 
candidates. The adults I found to be thoroughly prepajred, and the 
children Were not only able to repeat the Lord's Prayer, the Creed, 
and the Ten Commandments, but they understood their meaning per- 
fectly. 1 think it most surprising that [in so short a time these once 
entirely heathen children should have been thus qualified. It shows 
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how greatly God has blessed the earnest and efficient labours of our 
agent. At ten o'clock thQ horn was sounded for Divine worship to 
commence, and soon a large number assembled, some from a distance 
of two miles. We began the service by dedicating the premises to the 
worship of Almighty God, using the prescribed form of the Free 
Church of England. Then I read the Prayers, and Brother Thorpe 
the Lessons ; oiter which I baptized the candidates. Next came the 
Pre-Communion Service, Brother Brown reading the Epistle and I the 
Gospel ; and after preaching for half-an-hour that portion of the ser- 
vice closed. I then administered the Sacrament to twenty-nine per- 
sons of all ranks, some of whom are Sierra Leone Christians, and 
the two converts from heathenism, who now made a public profession 
of their faith, all receiving the emblems with quiet reverence and holy 
joy. After all was over, shouting was again resumed by the Sierra 
Leonians and native Christians, in token of their great joy that they 
had now a house in which to worship God. What, then, will be the 
joy of redemption completed, when the Head Stone is brought on with 
shouting, " Grace, grace unto it I'* Who shall describe the rejoicings 
and the shoutings and the hallelujahs of that day, as they sing, <* The 
kingdoms of this world are become the kingdoms of our God, and of 
His Christ ; and He shall reign for ever and ever," In reviewing the 
joy of this memorable day, I felt that if there had been nothing more 
I should be amply rewarded for my visit to Manallo, and could satisfy 
the committee that their funds have been well expended. I fear that 
the work there will be hindered for want of a separate and larger place 
of worship, the house in which the agent hves being used for this pur- 
pose at present. This want could be speedily met, by a suitable site 
being secured and the building begun without delay. With the assist- 
ance of the natives, only the sum of £16 would be required. Would 
this extra expense be sanctioned? Our work there is very encou- 
raging, and will, no doubt, extend, in spite of the difficulties to be 
encountered, which are common to all Christian missions — viz., the 
gross superstitions of the heathen. Even after they have been brought 
to Christ, it takes long years to break down the superstitious customs 
in which they have been trained. Mr. Thorpe is itinerating largely 
among them, and everywhere finds wiUing hearers of his Gospel 
message. Oh» that means may be forthcoming, so that the committee 
may be able to strengthen the existing staff of agents, and add largely 
to their numbers ! At present, I am the only ordained labourer in 
the field. One may well ask, ** What is *' he " among so many ?" If 
the committee could still further enable us to carry on the work 
vigorously, and hold our own, the presence of strong counter in- 
fluences from within, as well as from without, we should the more 
efficiently respond to the Divine behest, ** Go forward." — I am, dear 
Sir, yours very sincerely, Samuel Williams. 

Spa Fields New Church. — We imderstand the Trustees have 
signed the contract for building the new churchi and it is hoped the 
work will now be commenced immediately. 
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Africa. — The deepest interest is still displayed respecting the mis- 
sion on the Congo river. Great advantages are enjoyed by the Baptist 
missionaries, in having the Peace, a small steamer, at their com- 
mand, and very instrnctive are the results of their interviews with 
the natives. " At one town," writes the Eev. G. Grenfell, " we were 
greeted from behind the stockade with shouts of * Bedimo I bedimo ! * 
/spirits.) But although one of their countrymen whom we found at 
Lukolela, and brought with us, assured them that we were not spirits, 
and that we went to bed and slept like ordinary people (of course, 
spirits never sleep), we could not overcome their prejudice, and, short 
of food as we were, had to go empty away. It now remained to see 
if the people on the left bank were not more tractable ; but on our 
crossing the river and approaching the first town the people all fled. 
We could see plenty of food abouti and as it was imperative that we 
should get something to eat, we were not prepared to give up our 
quest at the first rebuff. Three of our people volunteered to go ashore 
and try and talk to the people, who evidently had not gone far. We 
therefore put the steamer close into the beach and landed our ambas- 
sadors, who took a supply of cloth, beads, and brass wire, wherewith to 
open negotiations. But we had not to wait long before they came 
running back, retreating before an angry crowd, that received the 
spokesman with a spear thrust which he marvellously escaped. This 
was serious for hungry folk, but we were not yet willing to give up, so 
steamed off a short distance beyond spear throw, and waited awhile, 
thinking perhaps when the people returned and found their cooking- 
pots still on the fire, and their corn and plaintain still standing, that 
they would be convinced of our good intentions. As we steamed off 
they came slowly to the beach, and wo took the oppoi-tunity of dis- 
playing our bells and looking-glasses, and the trinkets the natives de- 
light in, all with the hope of subduing them into friendliness. After 
awhile, thinking we might venture again to make overtures, we turned 
round and came in a little closer ; but the warriors aU began to get 
into their awkward, sleeveless jackets of elephant and buffalo skin, to 
get behind their shields, and make ready their bundles of spears, and 
as we came still closer they got up a war dance, and, with a terrible 
yell, made a charge as though they intended to come through the 
water to get at us. It was evident we must wait yet a little longer, 
and in anotiier hour or so we tried again ; but, though they were not 
so demonstrative (they only stood ready, and did not dance this time), 
we felt we could not do more than just steam slowly by, that they 
might the better see what manner of people we were." 

Cannibalism. — ^We seem hardly prepared to meet with such har- 
rowing accounts as the following, yet it shows that the ** dark places 
of the earth are still full of the habitations of cruelty." If Chnstian

missions accomplished nothing more, they would achieve a lasting 
good m putting down such inhuman practices : — 

*' A Sad Sight, — The next morning after our arrival was Sunday, 
and we were greatly distressed by coming almost face to face with an 
instance of cannibalism. At the time I commenced this journey I 
could scarcely bring myself to believe the terrible stories which reached 
me from time to time. Since coming first to the Congo the farther I 
travelled the farther cannibalism seemed to recede ; everybody had it 
to say that their neighbours on beyond were bad, that they * eat men/ 
till I began to grow sceptical ; but here at Bangala I absolutely caught 
up with it, and was obhged to allow what I had hoped to be able to 
maintain as * not proven.' I will not sicken you with the details of 
the preparation as some of our boys gave them when they came to 
tell me, in the hope that I should be able to interfere, but before they 
reached the steamer the big drum's dum-dum announced the final act. 
Neither will I tell you of the horrible things they saw when they after- 
wards returned to the scene. The natives could not, or at least ap- 
peared not to understand why the white man and his people should 
take exception to their proceedings. * Why,' said they to one of our 
boys, * do you interfere with us ? We don't trouble you when you 
kill your goats. We buy our Nyama (meat) and kill it ; it is not your 
a£fair.* Lieut. Coquilhat has tried his utmost, and placed himself in 
no small difficulty by his attempts to put a stop to these customs ; but 
he says, and I quite realise it, that it cannot be done without fighting 
for it, and that to buy the intended victim would only be to give them 
the price which would purchase three others. From this point on the 
evidences of cannibalism were continually recurring, though the re- 
luctant manner in which at some places the people acknowledged 
being * men eaters,' leads us to hope that a sentiment against it al- 
ready exists." (Signed) T. Dodd.

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The following extracts from a paper read at the Presbytery 
of Newcastle, by the Bev. R Leitch, and bearing the above 
title, so appositely and yet incidentally indicates the position in 
Providence in which the Free * Church of England is labouring, 
that we present them to our readers instead of our usual 
"leader." The paper from which we take these extracts ap- 
pears in extenao in the Presbyterian Messenger of 21st August, 
and, although we read it with much profit when it appeared, 
we are indebted to a suggestion from a quarter always sincerely 
respected, for the idea of placing these extracts before our 
readers. Evidently the Presbyterian Church of England has 
within her borders, able, intelligent, and outspoken Protestants ; 
and, judging by the paper before us, her ground in respect to 
Eitualism is identical with that of the Free Church of England. 
We hail, in common with all who love the Saviour, every effort 
made to check Bitualism. But whilst EvangeUcal Churches 
must be up and doing in regard to Bitualism, there must be no 
lack of valour in grappling with such other foes as challenge 
us to the battle-field. 

There is Agnosticism on one side. Positivism on the other, 
and Ghristadelphi-isw, as a sort of go-between ; to say nothing 
of the other forms of prevalent infidelity. To these must be 
added a growing worldliness, or, as it is perhaps more pro- 
perly called, indifferentism, within the Churches, which, like a 
canker-worm, is eating out our vitality and bUghting our fruit- 
fulness in spiritual things. Nor may we without sin leave 
unchecked the influence of sensationalism, which, like a hurri- 
cane, seems to be sweeping the last vestiges of order and decency 
from the public worship of our Churches. 

The opening words are : "If any one unacquainted with the 
condition of religious life and doctrine in England were to 
inquire into this, I would probably be told that what is termed 
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the Evangelical ereed is held and taught by the great bulk of 
professmg OhristianSy both within and without the pale of the 
Established Church. It is, however, a matter too patent not to 
be seen, and too painful .not to be deplored by all lovers of Pro- 
testant and Beformotion theology, thai the largest and most 
influential of the branches of Christ's Church in this land — that 
branch which clauns pre-eminently to be the Chv/rch, and which 
Bome have lauded as having been in the past the ''bulwark of 
Protestantism " — ^has of late years been changing its front, and 
fostering and propagating a kind of BituaUsm which is, in my 
humble opinion, only a thinly disguised Bomanism, foreign to 
the spirit of the Gospel. For proof of this I shall not make 
my appeal to any writings of those who may be regarded by any- 
one as being the rivals or exponents of that Church. My argu- 
ments will be drawn from the testimonies of the friends and 
adherents of that Church themselves. The Bitualists them- 
selves do not speak of their forms as the mere decorations of 
religion. Here are a few of the questions and answers : — ^What 
is baptism ? Washing away of sin. Can a child go to heaven with 
sin on its soul ? No. How can this sin be washed away ? By 
baptism. What other sacrament is necessary for all men ? The 
sacrament of Christ's body and blood. What commandment 
did Chnst give His apostles ? He told them to '' do this in 
remembrance of Me." What took place when the Apostles 
spoke the same word ? The bread and wine became Christ's 
true body and blood. Did our Lord give this power to anyone 
else? Yes; to the bishops and priests who came after the 
apostles. What is the holy communion besides a sacrament ? 
It is also a sacrifice. (In plain words, ' a mass.') Bespecting 
the 'altar,' so called, we have the following teaching: — 
' Towards the altar it is right to bow as we enter and leave the 
Church, and, if the blessed sacrament be upon it, to bend the 
knee." If tJiis be not full-fledged Bomanism, then I do not 
know what Bomanism is. 

" Canon Liddon is accused of saying, ' As the earthly father 
transmits the gift of physical life, so the bishop is a father in 
this sense, that he alone can transmit ministerial power to 
others. Litelligent laymen in the Church of England are 
mourning that so little is being done by the Evangelical party 
to expose and condemn the Bomanising tendencies and teach- 
ings of the Bitualists. Many[ministers, or, as they choose to call 
themselves, 'priests,' in the Church of England are teaching 
rank Popery. Even the Bishops themselves avow that Evan- 
gelical doctrine in many quarters within the Church of England 
is being supplanted by the errors of Bomanism. Depcaid upon it, 
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this wave of Bitualism is not receding. The promoters of it are 
gradually assuming a bolder front — a more defiant attitude. 
We all know how eager Eorqe is to get England back under her 
domination — she is prepared to make almost any sacrifices to 
gain that end. * Surely/ says Cardinal Manning, * a soldier's 
eye and a soldier's heart would choose by intuition this field of 
England. England is the head of Protestantism, the centre of 
its movements, and the stronghold of its powers. Weakened in 
England, it is paralysed everywhere ; once overthrown here, all 
is but a warfare of detail." 

To the following words we give special emphasis, as being 
exactly in accordance with the spirit in which the Free Church 
of England strives to supplant Eitualism by planting in ewety 
comer of the land a centre of Protestantism, where pure worship 
is observed and sound doctrine preached : " Let us seek to do 
our part in protesting in the spirit of meekness and love, but in 
a spirit of true fidelity, against Romanism in its new as well as 
Romanism in its old garb. Let us as pastors tell our flocks 
what Protestant truth is, and what Protestantism has done for 
us as a people politically, commercially, intellectually, and 
socially, as well as religiously, and tell them to stand fast in the 
' good old faith,' and never to be ashamed to let it be known that 
they are the followers of men who ' counted not their lives dear 
unto them " if only they could free their country from the yoke 
of Romish superstition and Romish oppression and despotism. 
Establish a Church that believes in no priest but One — the great 
High Priest who has passed into the heavens, and acknowledges 
no altar save the Gross of Calvary, and tells men everywhere to 
look for salvation, not to man, or rites and ceremonials, how- 
ever strong, but to Him who in ' the end of the age has appeared 
to put away sin by the sacrifice of Himself.' " 

EcoLESustioAL INTELLIGENCE. — The Vicaragc of Great Missenden, in 
Buckinghamshire, is vacant by the decease of the Rev. Jonah G-reaves. 
The patronage is in the hands of the Trustees of Lady Huntingdon's 
College. P. W. Willcocks, Esq., a representative of the Connexion, 
and Rev. Dr. AUon, and some other members of the Congregational 
body, are the present Trustees. Will the nominate have to declare for 
disestablishment 9 

Spa Fields Chapel. — The prepai^ation for the foundation of the 
new churdh is being rapidly proceeded with. We understand it is 
intended to invite the Hon. Lord Donington, who represents the 
Hastings &;mily, to lay a memorial stone. By 9 coincidence the 
contractor for the new building was many years since scholar in 
Spa Fields Btmday-school, and on that account expresses d. large 
amotinii of enthusiasm in the matter. 
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A NEW theory has in later years been proponnded and much circulated 
under this title, whereby we believe soids are being misled concerning 
the all-importaiit subject of life and death, time and eternity. " A 
good hope through grace " is set forth in the Word of God— an all- 
sufficient one, we think ; *<Ghrist formed in the heart ttie hope of 
glory," *<that blessed hope,'* **tiie hope of eternal life," as thrice 
echoed in St. Paul's Epistle to Titus. Surely if in this life we have 
hope in Ghrist, no '* larger hope " can be needed ; but the new theorists 
desire, seemingly, to encourage sinners, if they die in sin, that by and 
bye, in the love and mercy of God and after some hundreds of years 
of fiery purification (a sort of purgatory) they may be taken to Heaven, 
where God the Saviour reigns, and be happy for ever. They think 
God is too merciful to keep His word and punish sinners with '< ever- 
lasting destruction from the presence of the Lord." His Love is 
exalted at the expense of another of His attributes — ^viz.. Justice, 
although He vindicated it at so awful a cost as in the sufferings and 
death of His dear Son, and Justice is considered now non-existent. 

0, readers and friends, believe that God and His Word are un- 
changeable ! 

To be consistent, those who believe in an everlasting life of hap- 
piness for the righteous or justified ones, must also beUeve in an ever- 
lasting state of misery for hardened sinners, since the same w(n:d is 
used concerning the sheep and the goats, the righteous and the wicked, 
for the happiness and noisery of either. The sharp contrast is drawn 
by our Lord Himself, " Gome, ye blessed ;" " Depart, ye cursed.'* 
No one thinks a parent cruel or unkind, but loving and justified, in 
punishing a rebellious, disobedient chfld, who, continuing contu- 
macious, is sometimes finally disinherited ; and shall not the Great 
Father do as He will with His own, He who could foresee from 
all eternity those who would receive His grace through a personal, 
living faith, and those who would reject it? *' The Holy Spirit is 
given to every man to profit withal ;" and if it could be said of Israel, 
<' Ye do alway resist the Holy Ghost," and by many He is resisted, 
grieved and quenched, surely their blood must be upon their own 
head ; and thus, self-doomed, there can be no hope^ but that of endless 
perdition. ** Foolish and hurtful lusts drown men in perdition," '' the 
perdition of ungodly men," such as have pleasure in ungodliness and 
none in Ghrist or in the society of His people ; such as our Lord called 
*' a generation of vipers," asking, << How can ye escape the damnation 
of hell r 

There is amongst many, to-day, a great shrinking from strong, 
clear, plain language on sacred subjects, and it may be feared the so- 
called ** Ghuroh's charity " goes beyond that of the Bible and truth. 

Our loving Lord, whose tenderness was ever conspicuously mani- 
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fest, shrunk not from stem denunciation of sin and its evil con- 
sequences. He taught no such doctrine as ** the larger hope." In 
the wonderful insight He gives us of life beyond the grave He says of 
the rich man in the torments of hell and Lazarus in Abraham's 
bosom, ** Between you and us there is a great gulf ^^d" — murk the 
fixity — " so that they which would pass from hence to you cannot, 
and neither can they pass to us that wotdd come from thence** He further 
clenches the matter by saying, '<If they hear not Moses and the 
Prophets, tievther xcUl they be persiuided though one rose from the dead,*^ 
The unrisen Saviour, while His sacred body rested in the grave, went 
and testified of His ^* finished'* work to ** the spirits in prison," to con- 
firm and vindicate the faithful preaching of His servant Noah, while 
the ark was a preparing ; but nowhere is it given to us to infer that 
pardon was extended to the scoffers who perished in the flood, any 
more than forgiveness is to be theirs who are out of Christ, in that 
** day of God, wherein the heavens being on fire shall be dissolved 
and the elements shall melt with fervent heat.'' Assuredly the poet 
was inspired with Divine and awful truth who wrote — 

*< There are no acts of pardon passed 
In the cold grave to which we haste ; 
But darkness, death, and long despair 
Eeign in eternal silence there." 

It is recorded of the missionary who was so remarkable for his 
Herculean labours in the Crimea and afterwards in Scotland, named 
Duncan Matheson, that throughout his Christian course one thought 
was never absent from his view, one motive never ceased to work 
mightily in his heart, one argument never failed to drop from his hps 
wi& amazing power on the ears of thousands, and that was the end- 
lessness of eternity. The dread of future punishment held him in check 
even in his most lawless days. *< The eternity of it," he says, ** more 
than anything else, awed me, and if I could have persuaded myself 
that after thousands of years the torments of h&Ll should cease, 
I would have given fuU swing to my evil hearty and more madly than I 
was then doing, would have rushed on to eternal death." 

May all who stand up to preach and teach God's Word be 
enabled to do it faithfully and folly, having '' an unction from the 
Holy One." " It is a solemn thing to say * to-morrow ' when God says 
< to-day;* for man's to-morrow and God's to-day never meet ; the word 
that comes from God's eternal throne is now." And what fatal con- 
sequences may follow the reception of "the larger hope" who may 
say ? Duncan Matheson points the warning. God's revelation is for 
time. None may hope for anything beyond this life who has not asked 
for the promised gift of the Holy Spirit; given now to " them that ask" 
and ^' He is to take of the things of Jesus and shew them unto us." 
God grant all who read, to know and taste His love, to rejoice in 
Christ Jesus, to have no confidence in the flesh, or in any erroneous 
teaching of man ; that each may be enabled to say, ** We know whom 
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we have believed ;" ** We are not of them who draw back mito per- 
dition, bat of them that believe to the saving of the soul ;" ** having 
everlaating consolation asid good hope through grace/' the large, the 
larger, the largest hope any one can have for time or the endless Ages 
of Eternity.

A BBiGHT, hot, beautiful Jnly morning. The scholars gather at the 
school-room at least an hour before going to the station, which is close 
at hand. Quite two hundred bright and sparkling eyes, and a hundred 
eager faces, meet the gaze of the Superintendent on his arrival. The 
roU is called, names and classes checked off, then a few earnest words 
to the young people, and away to the booking-office for the ticket. 
During a short interval the Minister keeps the eager troop in smiles 
or laughter. The Superintendent returns with the all:important 
piece of pasteboard, and the wwrd is, ** Away I" 

Beally excellent is the behaviour of both girls and boys — steady, 
quiet, and well conducted — but, alas for youthful appetites ! already 
are the packages containing dinner being looked at — aye, and reduced 
in bulk in many cases 1 Slowly the train ghdes into the station — a 
run forward is necessitated to reach the carriages reserved for the 
party ; and, at length, all are seated ; the journey has begun in 
earnest ; white, pink, red and many-coloured handkerchiefs are flut- 
tering in the sunshine, and *' eager expectation stands afoot !'' 

A run of less than half-an-hour brings us to the station at which 
we are to alight. A longish walk across the splendid park, and we 
reach our rendezvous. Here the scholars are again collected together ; 
some hymns are sung ; a short address is given by a friend of the 
Minister who is in the park on mission work ; then bats and traps and 
balls and skipping-ropes are brought out, and play begins with some, 
while others wander off into the gardens and revel in the intricacies of 
the maze, or enjoy the beauty and perfume of tbe flowers, and happi- 
ness and content are in fall swing, 

£y-and-bye, dinner is eaten and thoroughly enjoyed. Games are 
renewed, and as the shadows lengthen on the grass the shrill note of 
the Superintendent's whistle once more calls together the young 
people ; and, all being seated in a large circle on the grass, tea is 
served ; and, after Grace has been sung, ample justice is done to a 
full but homely meal of tea and milk, and bread and butter and cake. 

This over, some further hymns are rendered by the teachers and 
scholars with much effect, notably that beautiful hymn of praise and 
faHh, " I will sing of my Bedeemer." The scholars are again dis- 
missed to finish their games, until the approaching nightfall making 
itself felt, the warning whistle is again heard ; slowly, and with some 
reluctance the stragglers are gathered together, and with faces flushed 
by the unwonted exertion and warmth of the glorious sunshine which 
has never failed us all through the day, we wend our way back to the 
train, where we find another and a larger school in the course of 
gathering for the homeward journey also. 

Affcer some anxiety and no httle packing, all ai^e again seated, ihe 

heavily-laden train speeds on its way, soon our station is reached, 

all are safely out of the carriages, and on the way home ; and the 

nxious and tired St^rintendent, with a heart fall of gratitude, 
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silenily thanks the Almighty Father, to whose graoioos care he had in 
the morning committed his charge, for all His mercies daring the day; 
and the |happy " Snmmer Outing " of a prosperous, increasing, and 
successful Sunday-school of the Free Church of England comes to 
an end.

THE PBOPOSED SUSTENTATION FUND. 

TO THE EDITOR. 

Sm — ^Having awaited patiently since last Convocation watching 
what progress has been made in the formation of the grand and noble 
scheme, a Sustentation Fund, I regret to find i^t there has not been 
the least sign towards the progress of this scheme, which ought to 
have a leading place for sustaining the Free Church of Engkuid — 
especially the maintenance of poorer churches. The artide in the 
Free Church Magazine of August, 1884, is worthy of reference in the 
matter, and no reader can fiul to see the comment made therein as 
to the condition of its clergy, which is caused by the prevailing 
indifference amongst the body of the Free Church of England. 
The article reads thus : '' One might safely venture to say that if 
the special fitness of the Free Church of England, for the defence 
and propagation of Bible Protestantism were fuUy realized by the 
Christian public, she would be supplied immediately with fands 
sufSicient to plant new churches wherever wanted, and to maintain 
those in existence. ... A Sustentation Fund £rom which her 
ministers would each receive some reasonably fair income with 
certainty, and not be left, as some are now, to fight the battle on a 
precarious pittance, one would feel ashamed to mention." I can 
honestly inform your readers, especially those who have never known 
the difficulties some of our clergy have undergone, that even poverty 
prevailed in their homes, and had to carry with respectability a smiling 
face, but an heavy heart. The remarks in last year's Magazine 
suggests to my mind the little sympathy the Free Church of England 
body meets with from the public, owing to its own clergy and members 
lacMng energy on one hand, and inviting ill success by indifference on 
the other. May I ask the question, in plain and unmistakable 
English, What have the Bishops of the Free Church of England done 
in moving this matter ? I think, this is a question which ought to be 
answered by those reverend gentlemen. For a Christian Church to be 
in the plight that the majority of our Churches are, in this nineteenth 
century, is indeed sad and deplorable in the extreme, when means 
could easily be accomplished for the carrying out such an object for 
sustaining the cause on a firm basis. Further, respecting this prevail- 
ing indifference, I trusted, with certainty, that a spirit of unity would 
have been shown in favour of the Sustentation Fund this year, at 
the last Convocation ; but regret to learn that the subject '' susten- 
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tation " is not even noted in the minutes of Convocation. My 
intention in writing this letter, is not to cause unpleasantness, but 
to call forth, if possible, a strong effort on behalf of a Sustentation 
Fund for the Free Church of England. We have, during the past 
year, had to regret the closing of churches, which could have been 
kept open had this Sustentation Fund been in existence. By relieving 
the weight of ministerial income, however small, from the poor 
congregations which consists chiefly of working class people — such 
a fund would do much good. This evil of prevailing incQfierence, the 
sign of which is the absence of the Sustentation Fund, will be fEbced 
and fought with amongst our own people in a spirit of love and unity, 
if we have the Eeformation principles and the cause of the Free 
Church of England at heart, which is known for its " double-dyed 
Protestantism." Ishouldbeglad to hear the opinion of other members of 
our Churches in this matter. In conclusion, I ask, could not one 
Sunday in a year be given to the support of a Sustentation Fund, or a 
subscription list started to receive donations from members in aid of 
fit If the latter should take its place, I should be happy to contribute 
my mite towards the scheme. God grant that we possessed a little 
more of the &ith of Methodism, true repentance towards God, faith 
in the Lord Jesus Christ, and the penny per week subscription.

The London District Synod met at eleven o'clock and Council at 
twelve o'clock on Tuesday, Sept. 8th. Present at the District Synod : 
Eevs. Bishop Newman, D%D. ^Chairman), Bishop Meyers, E. J. Boon, 
W. Glenny-Crory, Dr. Hardm, S. Johnson, LL.D., G. H. Jones, 
A. F. G. Jullion, E. D. Price, and W. E. Dandy, Esq. The meeting 
was constituted by prayer. The Eev. Glenny-Crory was re-elected 
Secretary for 1885-6. Papers were sent in from St. John's, South- 
ampton, stating that the Eev. Jos. Chillibrand had been elected to the 
pastorate of that Church, and Letters Dismissory in his favour were 
also laid on the table. Both these being quite satisfactory, the Eev. 
Jos. Gillibrand was most cordially received as a minister of the 
Free Church of England, and^ his name was added to the roll. 
Arrangements were made in respect to Examinations, and aftier 
disposing of the remainder of the business, the meeting was closed 
witti the benediction. 

Council was then duly constituted, and those attending the Synod 
being present, and Bishop Newman presiding, a large amount of 
business was undertaken. In the much regretted absence of the 
Treasurer, and at the request of the Financial Secretary, finance 
generally was postponed tiU the Treasurer could attend. The wiping 
out of the old debt, often spoken of before, was mentioned by the 
Financial Secretary ; and a very hearty vote of thanks given to the 
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Treasurer (T. L. Wilson, Es^.), for his generous aid in this affair, 
and also for his liberiklity in respect to money matters at all times. 
The Financial Secretaiy (the Bev. Grlenny-Grory) was accorded a vote 
of thanks for the part he had taken in the removal of the old debt. 
A minute was placed on record, stating that the Bev. J. F. Watson, 
who had been, but is not now, in the Free Church of England, had 
neither sanction nor authority for his having used the name of that 
Church in respect to things done by him recently at Southport. A 
report in relation to hoods and tippets, in terms of a resolution of 
Convocation, was presented and adopted by a majority. The hood or 
tippet recommended is one *' which, while it may be looked upon as 
marking an honourable educationed distinction, cannot be mistaken 
for what it is not, as it differs in material, and colour of its lining 
from any hood worn by any University or Theological College. It is 
intended for the use of those who wish to wear it, by the sanction of 
the Bishops, as directed by Convocation. 

It was agreed upon that certain changes be made in the arrange- 
ment of staoiding matter in the Magazine. The meeting was very 
pleasant, and a larger amount than usual of business was done at an 
unusui^y early hour. The meeting was closed with the benediction.

Sad News fboh Afbioa. — The following important items of news 
have been received by the Church Missionary Society. 

The narrative may be thus briefly summarised : The November 
letters had been brought across the Lake by Mr. Mackay. On this 
trip he was commissioned by the young king to bring over to U-Ganda 
three English missionaries, who it was hoped would by that time 
have arrived at Msalala. Of course there were none, the men having 
been detained at other stations nearer the coast ; and on Mr. Mackay's 
return to U-Oanda, in December, Mwanga was very angry at their 
non-appearance. Just then rumours were spread that white men 
were in Busoga, the country on the east side of the Victoria Nyanza, 
wilJi a large force. These rumours were supposed to be due to Mr. 
Joseph Thomson's visit to that end of the Lake just a year before ; 
but the suspicious king, stirred up by hostile chiefs, chose to think 
that the men Mr. Mackay had failed to bring were in Busoga, and 
were negotiating with the enemies of U-6anda. This was the begin- 
ning of a series of absurd suspicions and accusations ; uniil, at the 
end of January, Mr. Mackay, having obtained permission to cross the 
Lake again, was met on his way to the port by an armed force and 
compelled to return to the capital, while some of the Christian lads 
who were accompanying him to the boat were arrested on the charge 
of attempting to leave U-Ganda. Being unable to get at the king, 
Mr. Mackay and Mr. Ashe ^Mr. O'Flaherty was ill) appealed to the 
Eatikio (chief judge and vui;ual prime minister), but were ejected 
from his presence with violence and insult. A judicious present of 
cloth appeased both Mwanga and the Eatikiro, and earnest efforts 
were made to obtain the release of the arrested boys. Three of them 
were liberated; but two of these reported as follows: <'That they 
had been taken with Eakumba and Ashe's boy, as also Serwanga, a 
tall, fine fellow, a baptized lad whom Mujasi (the leader of the hostile 
party) had caught, and Duta's wife Sarah and her child, to a place 
outside the capital. That Serwanga, Eakumba, and Ashe's boy had 
been tortured by having their arms cut ofif, and were then bound alive 
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to a scaffolding, under which a fire was made, and they were slowly 
burnt to death, Mujasi and his men mocked them, and bade them 
pray now if Isa Masiya (Jesus Christ) would rescue them from his 
hands. The dear lads clung to their mith, and in the fire they sang, 
KUla' dku tundfu (the hymn, * Daily, daily sing the praises ')." " Our 
hearts breaking," writes Mr. Mackay, closing his journal entry for that 
day, Jan. 81st. The missionaries now, in the near probsiibility of 
being compelled to leave, made plans for the incipient organization, if 
BO it viay be called, of the Native Church they would leave behind. 
Half-a-dozen *' of the more staid and advanced men," having besides 
'* a respectable standing among their fellows," were chosen to be 
leaders or elders, to conduct services at various centres in case of the 
regular services at the Mission being discontinued. Of the Church 
Prayers, and the texts, hymns, &c., which had been prepared, 1,000 
copies were printed for distribution. But the storm blew over, and 
through God's mercy, the Mission still goes on. 

Meanwhile, neither Christians nor inquirers seemed at all daunted. 
On February 22nd, Mr. Mackay writes: '* Considerable numbers still 
come on Sundays, while those in greater danger of arrest come at 
nights. Not a few have been eager for baptism, and have, after 
examination, been admitted into the visible Church. Strange that 
the present time has rather increased than diminished the desire to 
become Christians. We are astonished at the fortitude of many. 
Even some of Mujasi*s men, who helped to entrap us, have come for 
instruction. One of these was so impressed by the behaviour of our 
dear boys under torture of knife and fire that he has determined to 
learn to pray also." Up to the middle of May there had been twenty 
more baptisms, one hundred and eight in all from the first. 

In May we find the king " very gracious," and listening repeatedly 
with marked attention to Mr. Mackay's instructions in private inter- 
views. The Katikiro also was friendly again. From Msalala Mr. 
Mackay appeals most earnestly for reinforcement, pointing his repre- 
sentations by the statement that Mwanga, on the non-appearance of 
the expected Englishmen, had sent to the French priests on the other 
side of the Lake to come back again ; and three had arrived. If God 
prosper the way of Bishop Hannington, and of Mr. Hooper and his 
companions, both their parties should be in U-Ganda by the end of 
the year. (Signed) T. Dodd.

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GrOVERNMENT.— The governing body of this Church shall be called Convocation, and shall 
assemble in the month of June every year ; and Special Meetings may be called at other times 
in the manner hereafter provided for. Twelve members shall form a quorum. 

. Convocation shall consist of all the Bishops or Presbyters, and Deacons or Wardens of this 
Church, with two Lay Deputies from each Coufrregatiou, and the Members of Council ex officio^ 

PRESIDENT OP G^NVOCATION.-The President of Convocation shall be chosen by ballot 
from among the Bishops, to serve for one year ; provided that such annual election shall not pre- 
clude his re-election 

ORDERS.— Guided by the New Testament and by the ecclesiastical polity of the Primitive 
Church, this Church recognizes only two oi-ders of Ministers — viz.,- Presbyters and Deacons. 
Nevertheless, the first order is divided into two distinct oiRices — viz.. Bishops and Presbyters. 
, This Church maintains the ecclesiasti<;al parity of Presbyters, whether episcopal or other- 
wise ordjiined, as a fundamental principle of its Constitution. 

RITUAL. — Every officiating Presbyter or Deacon of this Church, at the time of the Com- 
munion, and at all other tmies of liturgical worship or ministration, shall wear a plain white 
surplice and plain black scarf. The black gown shall be used in preaching. 

No Church decorations, ornaments, vestments, postures, or ceremonies, calculated to teach 
either directly or symbolically, that the Christian Ministry possesses a sacerdotal charact-er, or 
that the Lord's Supper is a sacriiice. shall ever be allowed in the worship of this Church ; nor 
shall any Communion Table be constructed in the form of an Altar. 

APPOINTMENT OP MINISTERS.— Every Congregation shall be at liberty to choose its own 
Minister, subject to the regulations laid down in the Canons of this Church. 

BASIS OF RELIG-IOUS BELIEF.— The Free Church of England, holding "the faith once 
delivered to the saints." declares its belief in the Holy Scriptures of the Old and New Testaments 
as the Word of God, and the sole rule of faith and practice; in the Creed " commonly called the 
jXpostles' Creed;" in the divine institution of the Sacraments of Baptism and the Lord's Supper ; 
and in the doctrines of grace substantially as they are set forth ia the Thirty-nine Articles of 
Religion.

At the Autumnal Meetings recently held, new and inte- 
resting features of Church life have cropped up. Obviously 
their tone is doctrinally deeper and more spiritual, whilst first 
principles, as a rule, have been more respected. From one 
quarter we learn that bona fide Church work is capable of vindi- 
cation, after all drawbacks in certain matters of detail, as the 
best means of instructing the people, the surest safeguard of 
truth, and the very salt of society. From another quarter, a 
note of warning is sounded, as to the danger of excesses towards 
which evangelistic work outside Churches have tended, and into 
which they may possibly grow. Then again, from still another 
set of meetings, comes a note of reproof as to the disregard of 
such doctrines as the Kingship, or Lordship of the Mediator ; 
and to these may be added, as conspicuous by its absence, the 
necessity of keeping before the Churches the fact that this is the 
Dispensation of the Holy Spirit, and that the Gospel cannot be 
fully preached so long as the doctrine of the God-head and 
personality of the Holy Ghost are seldom touched upon, and 
still more rarely explained. With all these things the Free 
Church of England is even more deeply concerned than other 
sections of the Church Militant. Having taken her position on 
the highest Protestant ground, and standing out for the strictest 
adherence to purity of worship, she must not only rejoice in 
every indication of closer adherence to " the Law and the Tes- 
timony," but ought, by reason of her distinctive attitude, to 
take a leading part in raising both the pulpit and the desk to 
primitive power and New Testament purity. There seems reason 
to hope that as the year 1885-6 rolls on, the tendency towards 
more true conformity to the Church's ancient regime will in- 
crease, and that when the Autumnal Meetings of next year come 
round, tbere will be seen in the several sections of the visible 
Church evident signs of that success which ever has been, and 
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always must be, the outcome of the outpouring of the Spirit 
upon the Ghiprches, and the presence of the Lord Jesus Christ in 
their midst. We have had enough and to spare of human strategy, 
the placing of man on the throne of the Mediator, and the rest- 
ing in and trusting to means ; but let us hope coming events 
in all our Churches are casting before them the shadows of a 
return to Bible principles in all things.

Who George H. WiUiams is, I know not, but he has struck the 
right nail on the head, and I, tor one, thank him for it. It is a dis- 
grace to us that the ministry is so poorly sustained among us, and 
worse still, that we are content it should be so. " One and All,*' is 
the Cornish motto, and that must be ours, if we are to succeed. 

A 8ustentation Fund, if properly set on foot and systematically 
worked, would have the effect of uniting us all in one common object, 
and of lifting the waggon out of the mire. A ministry ill paid is not 
only a discredit to us, but has a depressing influence all round — on 
the minister himself, for how can he work with enei^y when he is 
crippled in his resources ; and it is extremely discouraging to the 
people to be able to do so little for the minister. A sustentation fund 
would remedy both defects; it would give a spur to effort by 
strengthening the weak hands that hang down, and confirm the feeble 
knees, and cheer the hearts of the dispirited. 

I should therefore like to propose the following gentlemen, with 
power to add to their number, to be a committee to take the matter 
into consideration and report thereon to the council at their earliest 
opportunity, with a view to its being brought forward at the next Con- 
vocation : — Bishop Newman, Bishop Meyers, Rev. W. Glenny Crory, 
Bev. J. M. Fox, Bev. Dr. Hardin, and the General Secretary, T. h. 
Wilson, Esq.,' F. S. Meryweather, Esq., C. B. Golding, Esq., to 
which I would add my own name gladly, were I but nearer the centre.
